fame reading. "It is noted that these facilites 
tril not be suspended uniese miltary necessity 
bllges, and it is to. be hoped thet this wil 
fndced’ be the case. “The concession ‘which ‘has 
een made, it is true, will not solve all the 
Sitlculies which foreign shipping concerns ex 
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perience in Tsingtao, but anything which can 
be done to improve the handling of sea-borne 
cargo at the port must be welcomed as a sep. 
in the right direction. It has fortunately been 
the case that military necessity in Shantung 
hhas not shown itself to be particularly pressing 
for some time past, and it is to be hoped that 
the Japanese authorities wilt not hesitate to. 
offer further harbour facilities as the situation 
improves. For a considerable period the vessels 
[of ‘Third Powers have experienced very great 
dimeulty in carrying on their business with 
Tsingtao, a large proportion of them being. 
wholly unable to use the small accommodation 
Which up to the present has been made avail- 
able to them, and though by the opening of 
the new berth’ that accommodation ‘has been 
doubled, there are still facilities existing in the 
harbour which it is felt eould without incon- 
veniencing the Japanese ‘military be opened 
up. That it is to be hoped will oventually be 
‘done, for the more that is done to remove the 
Impression that discrimination Is being applied 
against Third-Power shipping the better will 
bbe the situation all round. ‘This new develop- 
‘ment strengthens the hope that the Japanese 
Promise to open the Yangtze as far as Nanking 
Will also be. implemented in the near future. 
That, it may be depended upon, would un- 
doubiedly, produce a good impression abroad, 
‘and espeeiaily amongst those people who insist 
that ‘their only concern in China is to trade, 
‘and to conduct their business which has been 
built up by long and honourable industry. 





Counting ‘The Cost 


Recent discussions in American public 
have attracted attention to the country’s en 
larged defence needs in view of the situation 
which may, or may not, develop favourably to 
the best interests of tho United States. It is 
lonly natural that the unparalleled conditions 
prevailing in Europe, baring to the utmost de- 
fail and the last ounce of strength the political, 
military and economic policies and resources 
lof the’ Belligerenis, should also envelope the 
[United States and ‘compel more studied ex- 
lamination of her own position. President Roose 
welt has. presented a record-breaking budget 
for peace time. There has been talk of a move- 
ment to build an AUantie Fleet two-thirds of 
the Pacife Fleet as an added protection for 
the American Republics against eneroachments 
{from Europe. Giant battleships of 60,000 tons 
Jand more have been mentioned, while Admiral 
Hf. "R. Stark, Chief of Naval Operations, 
wasted. few words in describing his country's 
naval defence needs to the House Naval Affairs 
Committee. Speaking bluntly, and with the 
authority. which his position’ designates, he 
wants the fortification of Guam, in. the Pacific, 
and the expenditure of U.S. $1,300,000 on a 
new building programme which would provide 
107 ships as the minimum requirement based 
lon the exigencies of the situation ereated by 
the European war. These figures would, on first 
sight, appear astounding, but they are merely 
fractional in the struggle for armed predomin- 
Jance which Germany initiated and which other 























countries must equal or excell if this threat to 
the whole elvilization is to be countered, ‘The 
leconomic policies of nations have to soive 
gap in provision of armaments whieh is the 
Problem of incredible magnitude ‘to cover the 
fonly enswer to the Nazi attempt to dominate 
the world—and it needs little thought to con- 
ceive what would happen if the Allies fall. in 
their task of resisting this attempt. According 
to Herr Hitler himself, the Nazi regime has 
spent on armaments since it seized power 90 
milliard ‘marks, or about £6,000,000,000, while 
during that same period of 1933-30 the ‘British 
Aefence bill was about £1,200,000,000. ‘Even to 
the exclusion of the extracrdinary war. credits 
voted by Parliament for the conduct of the 
present war since September last, the Amerl- 
jean figures are extremely mild as ‘an insurance 
fagainst some of the consequences which even. 
geographical distance may not avert in the 
event of German domination, against which 
the determination, will and resources of the 
Allies are now arrayed, 





Sacrifice v. Robbery 


A remarkable contrast between the reactions 
expected from the peoples at war in Europe by 
their respective governments as a result of the 
Jeconomic complications which are bound to 
ensue, no matter if Germany manages to 
achieve a temporary truce or suffers complete 
defeat, was to be seen on Sunday in a com- 
parison between the speeches delivered to 
[German industrialists by Field Marshal Her~ 
‘man Goering, and Sir John Simon to the public 
in Glasgow. "The tone of the first was: "It you 
[don’t co-operate, we will confiseate your pro- 
perty and put you in prison.” The tone of the 
second was: “Please join in the general effort 
to evade the economic slump which followed 
vvietory of the last war.” Field Marshal Gocr~ 
ing threatened, knowing that pleas were hope- 
ess; Sir John Simon, though backed by emer 
gency war legislation which would have given 
him ‘the power to have spoken much more 
strongly, merely called on the British people to 
make a” greater effort and to be prepared for 
more sustained sacrifices at the present moment, 
Jest, when victory is attained, the aftermath be 
catastrophic. Field Marshal Goering threatened 
the German industrialist with the eat, virtually 
speaking: Sir John Simon warned the British 
industrialist to safeguard his best interests by 
present sacrifices, No better contrast between 
the mothods of Nazidom and the democracies 
could have been made than the juxtaposition 
Jof these two speeches in adjacent columns. ‘The 
‘one displays the mailed fist not only to the 
outside world but to its own producers; the 
‘other moulds the public to voluntary sacrifice 
In the causo of greater freedom in the future, 
The world may take its choice which side it 
will support—that which thinks the public can 
be punched into the way it should go, or that 
which follows the gentler principle of setting 
‘an example which others ‘may, but are not 
compelled to, follow. Field Marshal Goering 
reveals the reluctance of German industrialists 
to continue the war; Sir John Simon admits the 
regret of all Britons that a war has occurred, 
but afrms the determination of the Empire to 
‘ght that war to a finish,

Hungary lost further territory to Yugoslavia 
‘and Burgenland to Austria, and the general 
tffect of the peace settlements has been to 
maintain the Balkans in a state of instability 
and division at a time when the eampletest 
friendship and co-operation is necessary not 
only against the possible invasion of Russian 
Influence but also against that of Germany. 
It was in the disunion prevailing in the Bal- 
kkan States that the Reich had its best op- 
portunity of pursuing its poliey of drang 
‘ack suden to which the only real check 
has ‘been the reluetance ‘of Taly to sec its 
‘own dominant role subordinated to the 
Wishes of Herr Hitler and his government. 
It is possible that Italy and Germany could 
have ‘agreed for a cotsiderable period just 
what were to be their particular spheres of 
interest, but following Herr Hitler's  sur- 
render to Moscow in August of last year, 
and. the Kremlin's demonstration of the 
significance of its foreign poliey, a complete 
lange came over the whole siiuation. 

aly was then awakened to the possibility 
of a challenge to her own position in the 
Balkans, not from Germany, but from Rus~ 
sia, with at least something in the nature 
‘of German toleration it not actual consent, 
and the. prospect of Bolshevism extending 
its influence right up to the east coast of the 
‘Adriatic was not one of the most pleasing 
{o Halian eyes. This did not mean that the 
Balkan States were willing to accept the 
spread of Communism. Indeed it may safely 
be said that If there is one thing upon 
Which they are in a fair measure of agrec- 
ment it is in offering opposition to. the 
onward march of the Bolsheviks. The posi- 
tion now appears to be that Italy is pre~ 
pared to render military aid to Hungary it 
that country Is attacked by Russia, There 
is some difficulty regarding the passage of 
alian troops through Yugeslavia, but. that, 
It appears, is by no: means ineapable of ad= 
justment. "Then there is the more immediate 
menace to Rumanio. King Caro! in a very 
significant speech last week made it quite 
clear that Rumania would resist any atten:pt 
by fores to infringe its territorial integrity. 
‘An improvement in Rumanian-Hungarian 
relationships would be the first step towards 
securing a. common front agninst Bolshevism. 
Tt has long been believed that between 
Rumania and Bulgaria there has been a 
tacit agreement which relieves the former 
of any immediate anxicty concerning the 
Dobrudja, and if it could be brought about 
that Hungary would undertake to. retrain 
from harassing Rumania on the subject of 
‘Transylvania so long as she was menaced 
by Russia, an understanding may be reached 
whereby iongstanding differences. might. be 
thrust into abeyance until the more immin~ 
ent threat of Russian incursions had been 
@ealt with, Tt would be the height of good 
statesmanship if the outstanding questions 
between Rumania, Hungary, Bulgaria and 
‘Yugoslavia could be settled once and for all 
‘That, however, is a matter attended by very 
considerable dimieulty, and the Italian Gov- 
ernment Is. probably ‘adopting the best line 
when it seeks (o minimize causes of pos- 
sible dispute and thus bring about a com- 
mon front in opposition to the very apparent 
designs. of Moscow. 

‘The “Venice Policy” is obviously designed 
to prevent third parties taking advantage of 
the intra-Balkan disputes, and to provide an 
alimosphere in which they may be settled 
amicably. One of the obstacles to a thorough 
seitlement is the very definite stunds that 
King Carol has indicated, involving the 
determination of his Government to make 
no such territorial concessions as silone could 
satisfy his neighbours and thus bring about 
4h better state of affairs. On the other hand 
it “may” be possible for alo-Yugos 
efforts fo procure sume sort of modus vivendi 
otween Rumania, and Hungary, which 
itself would bring about a generally easic 
Situation in the Balkans. “Tt is quite clear 
hat If those States are ever to combine in 
a common resistance to the onward sweep 
of Bolshevism there will have to be intro- 
duced a greater spirit of give-and-take than 
has been apparent up to the present. All of 
them must understand by now that if they 
fail to combine, Russia will be able to pick 
them off one by one because of the weak- 
ness. which would be attendant upon the 
maintenance of existing divisions. ‘The Italian 
policy seems to be in the light of all the eit- 
cumstances the only eorreet one, and it is 
to be hoped that it will suceced in achieving 
those ends which alone can ensure the con- 
tinued. existence of he Balkan States and 
thelr freedom from Russian domination. Tt 
is almost as elear that were the Soviet Gov 
fernment to endeavour to seize controt of the 
Balkans by foree of arms, Italy in sheer sel 
defence would have to offer military opposi- 
tion. She would be in a much better. posi- 
tion to do. that effectively if she had the 
united: support of the nations in whose de- 
fence she would also be acting.

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A GREAT ‘SPEECH 
Jan, 11. 
Nothing could be more inspiring than the 
[speech delivered by Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
at the Mansion House on Tuesday. It will 
be read with gratification by the Allies, with 
sympathetic understanding by most neutrals, 
‘and no small amount of discomfort by the 
enemy. The man who in 1938, and up to 
[September of last year, worked so carnestly 
for peace, accepting humiliations for which 
he was bitterly criticized in most parts of 
the world, now stands forward as a mighty 
leader in’ war, a man who having put his 
|hand to the plough, no matter how reluctant- 
ly, will not remove it until the furrow is 
‘completed. In vigour he has equalled the 
‘speeches of Mr. Winston Churehill, and he 
has made it quite plain to the world at large 
that, now the policy of war has been forced 
upon him, he will prosecute it with dust 
the same fixity of purpose as that with 
which he sought to pursue th paths of 
peace. He has already shown that with him 
there ‘can be no question of half-hearted 
‘measures, and that in war as in peace he is 
willing to accept the full responsibility of 
leadership. ‘That he has shown ever since 
he assumed office, and in his indirect re- 
ference to the resignation of Mr. Leslie Hore- 
Belisha he has made it clear that he intends 
to be the master in his own house and to 
have the Cabinet under his control. It is 
ng to learn from the Prime 
‘which will be given to 
Finland will be no mere gesture, and that 
the assistance will be real and substantial 
‘That should serve not only to encourage the 
Finns in the wonderful struggle they are 
putting up against the Russian invasion, but 
should serve to assure the Scandin 
countries, who are anxiously watching the 
situation, that they too in their turn will 
receive assistance should they come to be 
attacked, Mr, Chamberlain does not extend 
the ranks of the enemy when he points out 
that while the major responsibil 
war must rest upon Herr Hitk 
associates, the German people, 


























themselves, 
‘cannot hope to escape their share of it. This 
is not the first time that the German peoples 


have menaced the peace of Europe, and 
that fact when peace comes to be negotiated 

will have to be taken into consideration. 
If that passage in his speech means any- 
thing at all it can only be that he and the 
French leaders are determined that, no 
matter who may be the future rulers of 
Germany, that nation shall not ayain be 
allowed to regain a position from which it 
can threaten the security of the whole of 
Europe. How that is to be done is still to 
be scen, but that must always remain one 
‘of the main objectives of the Allies. Mr. 
Chamberlain has minced no words in 
addressing the peoples of the Empire in this 
time of crisis. Ho warns them of the rigours 
of war and tho necessity of sacrifice. A. 
complete war-time change in the industrial 
and economic life of Great Britain has be- 
come necessary. Civilian production has to 
ve way to war production. Export trade 
must be fostered to acquire foreign currency, 
‘and the Tuxury trade must give way before 
iis imperative demands. In this connection 
consultations with the Labour Unions will 
be necessary to bring about the requisite 
shifts in labour and working conditions, 
id it is clear that the Prime Minister 
envisages the welding of the whole economic 
Xf the Empire into one 
which there will be 
wf save the most ade= 
quately disciplined co-operation. It is be- 
cause of the breadth of Mr. 
Chamberlain has displayed in this speech, 
and the complete grasp of the problems 
ust inevitably ereate that 

a so inspl 

chon 
irrored 
the same definiteness of purpose with 
th the Allies have accepted the challenge 
‘h Herr Hitler threw down when his 
forees invaded Poland. Mr. Chamberlain may 
not have the fire of Mr. Lloyd George, but 
has about him that quiet business-like 
dispassionateness which is best fitted for 
leadership in the catastrophe which has be- 
fallen Europe. ‘Those who have consistently 
supported the Prime Minister, especially 
afler the betrayal of Munich, find themselves 
completely justified. He has proved to be 
fa bigger man than was ever anticipated, and 
a leader whom the Empire can follow with the 
completest confidence. ‘The restraint which 
he displayed throughout the whole address 
‘would alone be sulicient to justify it in doing 
it was only to be expected that Mr. Cham= 
berlain would devote most of his address to 
considering the immediate problems of the 
war, but it is interesting to note that, be- 
fore’ he concluded, he briefly outlined his. 
idea that the Anglo-French alliance of today 
should form the nucleus for an economic= 
political system including many other States 
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that of the United Slates. The diticulies et 
successfully operating such a system are all 
too apparent, but any arrangement which 
Jed to a completer understanding of the 
various European nations, and a correspond~ 
ing desire to assist in their solution must 
contribute largely to the future peace and 
good order of a sadlly-stricken Continent, It 
is still too early for the Allies to make a 
definite statement of thelr war aims, beyond 
those which have already been made, ‘Those 
for the most part deal with the remedying 
of those injustices which Germany has 
‘wrought, upon those smaller nations which 
she has attacked. For the rest a more ap- 
propriate time must be awaited, There is, 
however, no reason why the attention of 
statesmen should not now be turned to the 
question of how to devise a-better order in 
Europe than has prevailed up to the present. 
‘The firmness of the Anglo-French alliance, 
the manner in which the interests of the 
two individual nations have been subordin~ 
‘ated to their common weal, the fact that 
their forces are fighting as’ one unit, and 
their economies dealt with as one single 
entity, undoubtedly docs support the belief 
that an extension of the system should not 
only be possible, given that degree of good 
faith which exists between Britain and 
France, but would be the best means of 
serving European interests, When it is ap~ 
proached the problem will have to be tackled 
{in an atmosphere devoid of the hates which 
have unfortunately existed. There can be

‘That Sweden and Norway 
realize the position, and the danger which 
Russian vietory over Finland meons for them, 
is apparent, But they are reeciving every 
encouragement in the victories of the Finns 
to do all in thelr power. to make those sue~ 
cesses permanent. ‘The Finns have shown 
that the Soviet Armies, despite superiority in 
numbers, can be beaten, and it depends very 
largely upon the type’ of assistance which 
the Scandinavian countries are willing and 
able to give to them, whether the present 
menace to themselves shall be finally 
eradicated.

WHERE RUSSIA STANDS 
Jan, 13. 


‘The reports to the effect that Anglo-Soviet 
relations are going from bad to worse will, 
when the circumstances of the past four or 
five months are recalled, surprise nobody, It 
ig inevitable that they should do so, and with 
the arrival of Sir William Seods, British 
Ambassador to Moscow, in London, there is 
44 distinct possibility that he will never re- 
turn to his post. As it has been rightly 
pointed out in the “Osservatore Romano,” 
there is rising a yrowing wave of world-wide 
indignation against Sovict Russia for her in- 
vasion of Finland. ‘The Soviet Government 
hag just as completely put itself outside the 
pale of international decency as has Herr 
Hitler and his entourage. ‘That indignation 
is as sharply felt throughout the British Em- 
pire as it is in the United States, as keenly 
in France as it is in the Scandinavian coun- 
ties, and the democracies of the world have 
plainly shown that they will render all the 
assistance they can to Finland in its manly 
‘stand against what originally appeared to be 
overwhelming aggression. A great deal has 
been written about the alleged perfidy of M. 
Stalin in coming to an agreement with Herr 
Hitler for a non-aggression pact at a time 
when his ministers were in negotiation with 
Great Britain and France for a mutual de- 
Fence pact against the German threat. Much 
of what has been said was undoubtedly in- 
spited by the surprise that this development 
ereated when it was made known in August 
of last year. But the passage of time has 
clearly shown that M. Stalin was running 
true to form, and that the removal of M. 
Litvinoy from the Commissarship for Foreign 
Affairs was actually the plainest possible 
notice that M, Stalin was preparing a volte 
face in which the old policy of collective 
security was to be thrown to the winds, and 
the Soviet preparing to sell out to the 
highest bidder, Tt is" also known now that 
part of the price which was expected of the 
Allies was the giving of Russia a free hand 
in the Baltic and the Balkans, and the Allies, 
not yet having descended to the depths where 
the sacrifice of small nations can lightly be 
undertaken, refused to pay the price. 

‘They would have had a bad bargain if they 
had done so, as Herr Hitler now knows. In- 
stead of securing the assistance from Moscow 
which it was confidently expected in Ger- 









































‘many would be forthcoming, the Kremlin is 
now besecching Berlin for help. While it 
would. not be true to state that the Finns 
have held up the Russian army to the world 
asa thing of no account, it is correct to 
‘argue that they have shown its power and 
‘efliciency to have been vastly overrated, and | 
that claims regarding the merits of the 
Soviet army have been grossly exaggerated. 
‘There is not one valid excuse which the 
Soviet can advance for the failure of its 
armies in Finland. It knew te conditions 
under which they would fight, condisions 
paralleled in their own country, and yet it 
has been shown that they were neither 
equipped nor adequately trained for carrying 
fon that type of warfare, and the fact that 
Moscow has asked Germany for aid in re~ 
modelling her forces is a complete admission 
fof the failure of all Moscow's armament 
plans. In the circumstances there docs not 
appear to be any great risk in the various 
nations of the world demonstrating their eon 
demnation of Russia's immoral invasion of 
Finland by breaking off diplomatic relations 
with her, and giving every possible 

to the Finns, "A situation has been brought 
about solely by M. Stalin in which, if the 
various nations of the world were to refrain 
from going to Finland’s aid, they would in 
fact be departing from the’ only neutrality 
which ean be observed in the circumstances, 
a neutrality benevolent to Finland. When 
‘wars assume the complexion of struggles be- 
tween the principles of good and evil, it is 
impossible to maintain an attitude of ‘com- 
plete, and dispassionate impartiality. ‘Those 
who ‘stand for the good must go to its ald 
those who prefer evil will delight in further~ 
ing its ends. ‘The breaking off of diplomatic 
relations with the Kremlin may not lead to 
‘a spread of the present conflagration. ‘That 
fs at any rate true for the present, for pre- 
occupied with the Finnish resistance which 
is taxing the Soviet more than was ever 
‘anticipated, it is unlikely that M. Stalin 
would seek to indulge in ventures elsewhere. 
Should he care to do so, there is every 
Justification for believing he can be properly 
dealt with, 

It has been suggested that the Soviet 
Armies might threaten India, but the diff 
‘ulties they would encounter in any such 
venture, while somewhat different from those 
in Finland, are nevertheless equally as 
serious, Added to that fact is that they would 
meet with an equally determined and well 
organized resistance. ‘The same is just as 
true in the Middle East. In any event the 
initiative would be left cntirely in the hands 
‘of Moscow, for it is not part of the Allied 
policy to embark upon any war of aggression 
against Russia, first because it is not neces- 
sary, and secondly because it would offer 
no chances of a vietory which might profit 
ably serve the ends of peace. There is al- 
‘ways the possibility that the present rela- 
tionship between Germany and Soviet Rus~ 
sia may be transformed into a full military 
alliance, That is not a prospect greatly to) 
be feared, for if Soviet Russia cannot now 
afford Germany that assistance which Berlin 
so confidently expected, it is not to be be- 
lieved that a closer bond would in any was 
inerease their common resources. A Russia 
wholly at peace might be able to afford Ger- 
many some supplies, though even then not 
‘great in volume. Involved in any cormon 
military venture all that she has would be 
required for herself. And should she be able 
to succeed in assisting Herr Hitler to victory, 
she would be cutting her own throat. ‘The 
‘ambitions of the German leader with regard 
to eastern Europe have not been abandoned. 
For the time being they have been thrust 
into abeyance, and so long as the alleged 
desire for lebensraum persists so must also 
the ultimate threat to European Russia, It 
follows that a victorious Germany would be 
the worst possible thing for the Soviet ; it 
would mean the resumption of all former 
policies regarding the Ukraine and the drang 
nach Osten and merely bring nearer the day 
when German and Russian policies must 
clash with the inevitable conflagration. In 
the elreumstances the withdrawal of ‘dip- 
Jomatie recognition from the Soviet need not 
fond to any worsening of a situation which 
is al 
run improve it. On the other hand it is to 
be welcomed as one of those gestures which 
are $0 necessary in the present state of the 
world. 


GEN. ABE RESIGNS 
Jan, 15. 

What was regarded on Saturday night as 
inevitable actually occurred yesterday morn- 
ing, when General Nobuyuki Abe, after 
consultation with his colleagues, submitted 
the resignations of the Cabinet to the Throne, 
receiving the Royal command to continue in 
office until his successor had formed a Gov- 
ernment. Tt was not expected when General 
‘Abe accepted office at the end of August that 
his Government would be anything more 
than a makeshift. The new ministry was 
then regarded as ‘flat and lacking in vitality,” 
despite the fact that General S. Hata's accep! 
‘ance of the position of Minister for War 
added some strength to General Abe's 
Cabinet, which was later reinforced by the 
appointment of Admiral Nomura to the 
Foreign Ministry. During the four-and-a- 
half months in which he held office, General 
Abe sought to bring about an improvement 
in Japan's foreign relations, following the

Baron Hiranuma, had received when Ger- 
many betrayed the Anti-Kominter bloc by 
igning a non-aggression pact with the 
Soviet. The appointment of Admiral Nomura 
to the Foreign Office was a definite step in 
the direction of improving relations between 
Japan and the United States, and the fact 
that up to the present no very great im- 
provement has been effected, is by no means 
due to any fault of the Abe Cabinet, but 
rather to the legacy which preceding minis- 
tries had left him. In this conneetion it may 
be pointed out that General Abe's downfall 
is not to be attributed to any radical 
modification of Japan's foreign policy, for 
apart from endeavouring to create a better 
atmosphere in which to deal with neutral 
Powers interested in China, he pursued the 
‘same policy vis-i-vis of the China Incident 
fas had been adopted as far back os Prince 
Konnoye's ministry. When it was divulged 
‘that a large number of Dict members called 
upon General Abe to resign, threatening to 
propose a vote of non-confidence in the Diet 
should he insist on remaining in offee, it was 
at first thought that General Abe would be 
able to control the situation. 

It was indeed hoped in some quarters that 
that would prove to be the case, but once 
he had been advised by his own War Minister 
that it would be advisable for him to re- 
inguish office, it became clear that an im- 
portant section of the Army was behind the 
recalcitrant members of the Diet, and the 
fate of General Abe's administration was 
sealed. Despite the diMculties which it was 
apparent were ahead of him, General Abe 
went straight to the task of endeavouring 
to solve as many of the outstanding problems 
with which Japan was confronted as quickly 
as possible.” On September 12, the head- 
quarters of the Japanese Expeditionary 
Forces in China was announced. ‘Three days 
later, following months of fighting on the 
Manchoukuo-Outer Mongolian border Soviet- 
‘Japanese hostilities were terminated by a 
truce. October saw the attention of the 
Japanese Government being drawn to the 
strained relations between itself and 
Washington, and though Admiral Nomura 
strove mantully to bring about a readjust- 
ment between the two countries, especially’ 
in face of the impending expiration of the 
American-Japanese Treaty of Commerce and 

favigation, including the announcement of 
the Japanese intention to reopen the Yangtze 
to international navigation up to Nanking, 
all efforts to bring about agreement concern- 
ing a new treaty, or at least a modus vivendi, 
have failed. ‘There is now very little pros- 
pect of the latter now being reached before 
the date of the expiry of the Treaty, namely 
January 26, Nevertheless, itis not the failure 
of General Abe's foreign policy which has 
led to the present situation, thought it 
is reported that one of the criticisms levelled 
against him was his “fawning diplomacy” 
towards the United States. ‘The real cause 
is more likely to be found in the internal 
problems which have arisen, and some doubt 
as to the ability of his Cabinet to solve them. 
Since his assumption of office dificulties, 
which his predecessors escaped, have arisen, 
‘The outbreak of the European war caused 
the Government to take drastic steps impos- 
ing control over stock market transactions, 
while storage charges, rents, salaries, wages, 
insurance rates and processing charges were 
frozen in order to prevent war boom inflation, 

In addition to these severe tests to which 
the country was being subjected, drought in 
Korea and. Japan led to a poor rice crop, 
and shortage of water for industrial and 
power concerns, increasing the demand for 
coal, and reducing the amount of that fue! 
available for houschold use. Restriction of 
the use of tice for brewing purposes fol- 
lowed, and over and above all this the nation 
faced 'the prospect of another huge budget 
for the coming financial year. It is con- 
sequently understandable why so. many 
feared that General Abe, who had no pre- 
vious experience as Prime Minister, should 
come to be regarded as not quite the man 
to lead the nation through its present dif- 
culties. The seriousness of the situation may 
best be observed in the very definite reluct- 
‘ance of the likely men to succeed to. the 
tasks. which General Abe has been obliged 
{o relinquish. “It is quite clear that whoever 
does succeed to the premiership will be faced 
with the heavy responsibility of having to 
make very grave decisions, and the next 
Prime Minister of Japan will have to be a 
strong man in himself, and command the 

idest possible support from all parties, 
civilian as well as the services. The deve- 
lopments of the next few days will be 
watched with anxiety as well as interest. It 
is to be assumed that whoever takes office 
will adhere to policies already decided upon 
with regard to China, but it will also be 
hoped that the policy which General Abe 
was following of endeavouring to improve 
relations between Japan and the third-party 
Powers with interests and rights in. this 
country will be adhered to. It would indeed 
be a thousand pities if the good work which 
has been done during recent months were 
undone by any reversal of policy in this 
particular respect. The formation of a strong 
Cabinet capable of solving the problems with 
which Japan is beset, is of paramount im- 
portance, and, if the next Premier sueceeds in 
bringing’ about unanimous support for him- 
self and his ministry, there appears to be no 
reason why the future should not bear as 
much promise of all-round-betterment, as 
General Abe's sought to effect. 
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THREAT TO LOWLANDS 
Jan, 16, 


‘When the German threat against Holland 
subsided last November troops massed along 
the frontier were kept in their places, so 
that at any moment it has been possible to 
Taunch an attack upon the Lowlands. It is 
possible that the movement was arrested 
two months ago when it was realized that 
Belgium would go to the assistance of Hol- - 
Jand if the latter were attacked, and at any’ 
rate for the time being the German plan to 
attack Holland, for the purpose of establish- 
ing air bases ‘closer to Great Britain than 
any which Germany has at present, was 
abandoned, Within the last few days fresh 
tension has been created. ‘There has been 
the usual bitter campaign against Holland 
and Belgium in the German Press, the fur- 
ther massing of troops along the border and, 
finally, the issuance by the German high 
command of a communiqué alleging that the 
Netherlands had violated German territory 
when one of their aeroplanes flew over 
Nordhorn on Saturday. That allegation has 
been promptly denied by the Hague, and that 
denial will be accepted by everyone except 
the Germans. Nordhorn is about five miles 
from the Holland-German border and even 
if there had been a violation of territory it 
would have been an extremely insignificant 
one compared with the frequent gross. viola~ 
tions of Netherlands’ integrity of which Ger- 
man aeroplanes have been guilty. ‘The 
technique which is apparently being adopted 
is precisely the same as that followed when 
the various rapes of Germany's smaller 
neighbours were contemplated, and it is only 
natural that considerable anxiety should be 
aroused in the Lowlands, and that both 
countries should be taking’the greatest pre~ 
cautions against an attack which it is feared 
might occur at any moment. ‘The Allies also 
are tightening up their precautions, and leave 
for the British Expeditionary Force has, for 
the time being, been cancelled, ‘There’ are 
also rumours to the effect that German troops 
are gathering near the Swiss border. ‘This 
is denied by the Swiss authorities, who do 
not appear to have made any further dis~ 
positions than to continue manning their 
borders as they have done since the outbreak 
of war. 

‘There is one aspect of the whole matter 
of which sight must not be lost. Movements 
such as these may only form part of Herr 
Hitler's war of nerves, for the purpose of 
making these two threatened neutral coun- 
tries more amenable to his wishes, and it 
may still prove to be the case that, after 
a period of tension, quict will again ‘be re 
stored on this front, again to be disturbed 
directly the Reich considers the time oppor- 
tune. On the other hand the German high 
command may mean business, for not only 
is the acquisition of air bases nearer to 
Britain and submarine bases closer to the 
Channel desirable, but the only comparative 
ly inexpensive means of forcing the Maginot 
Line is by a turning movement either through 
Holland ‘and Belgium, or through Switzer- 
land, It is conceded by experts of all sides 
that’ frontal attacks on either the Maginot 
or Siegfried Lines would be so costly that 
the attackers, even if they gained thelr ob- 
jective, would have paid such a heavy price 
fas might very well ultimately bring about 
thelr defeat.” For that reason both sides 
have up to the present boen willing to hold 
thelr hands, and as the Allies will never 
violate the neutrality of the two countries 
most closely concerned, the initiative is left 
in the hands of a nation which had no 
scruples about the invasion of Belgium in 
1014, and most certainly has none today. 
‘The question is, will Germany take it? There 
are many good reasons for supposing that 
Sooner or later, and most probably sooner, 
she will. ‘This ‘present war is by no means 
to Herr Hitler's liking. ‘The position of the 
man, and his own impetuosity demand action, 
‘and successful action at that, in order to 
maintain the confidence of his people, for 
they are suffering under an enormous’ and 
ever growing burden, with little or nothing 
up to the present in’ the nature of even a 
promise of ultimate success. ‘The psychology 
of the situation suggests that Herr Hitler 
realizes the necessity of secking an carly 
termination of this war, and it is for that 
reason that an attack upon the Lowlands is 
to be expected, as possibly the best means 
of giving it to him, 

Counsels of prudence might suggest the 
inadvisability of the Reich adding to the list 
of its enemies, but it is quite apparent that 
the desperation of its case weighs against 
that very important consideration, The 
steady pressure of the economic blockade 
may not yet be felt by the German masses, 
but the fact that over one million tons of 
supplies have been seized by the Allies, and 
untold millions prevented from being ship- 
ped to Germany must mean in the long run 
that the burden will be felt, and it is only 
by a short, sharp, successful campaign that 
it can be averted. Belgium showed in the 
last war that she could offer the stout re~ 
sistance of a proud nation. ‘The history of 
Holland has shown that its people are equally 
brave, and eMcient fighters, and there is 
every reason for assuming that the German 
military machine will be very completely 
extended before it secures the advantages 
which it ig thought it would obtain from an 
invasion of the Lowlands.

‘That Ger~ 
man aviators should indulge in’ the same. sort 
‘of tacties need not be astonishing, even though 
it is. direct negation of the spirit of chivalry 
whieh the airmen of all nations are supposed 
Yo cherish. The men. attacked were seeking, 
the safety of thelr lifeboats when thoy were 
lxubjected to this fusillade.. It has always been 
the practice that erews of vessels which are 
[being sunk should be allowed to reach safety 
in their lifeboats, and even U-boat command- 
ers have been known to adopt the practice, For 
German avinters to, sink the ships and. eh- 
ldeavour to vine out the crews is a particularly. 
heinous offence, and affords but another exam 
ple of the complete abandonment of the ordin« 
ry eanons of wartime decency. It is not to be 
believed for one moment that tacties such as 
those will deter the intrepid men manning the 
[British fishing Mee! and the Ike from carrying 
lout. their duty in the facc of such behaviour. 
‘Such herefore, as. futile as they 
fare reprehensible, and all that men guilty of 
such behaviour sticeced in doing Is merely fur~ 
ther {o bosmirch the German escutcheon which 
falready has been more than a little soiled by 
similar behaviour.

certain that, should the Germans succeed in 
over-running Holland and Belgium, they 
would be any closer to victory, for it does 
not mean that the Maginot line would even 
then be. turned. ‘The experience around 
Verdun during the last war showed that de- 
spite every effort made by the Germans that 
fortress could not be reduced, thus ensuring 
the stability of the French lines from Verdun 
down to the Swiss frontier. There is no 
reason to believe that the Germans would be 
any more sucessful if they attempted the 
Same thing now. Of one thing there is com= 
plete certainty. The Allies are in a better 
position to mect this possible threat now, 
than ever they were in 1914, stronger in 























numbers, better equipped and’ already on 
the field. ‘That, however, will never do 
away with the fact that, if Herr Hitler docs 
indeed attack his two ‘smaller neighbours, 


he will still further plunge his country into 
the obloquy in which it already welters. 
‘That will probably mean nothing to him, but 
if it brings about his early defeat, and there 
we plenty of reasons for believing that will 
prove to be the case, he will have increased 
his countey's ignominy without any profit, 
but only considerable loss.

In general, 
the situation here is similar to that 
reported from most parts of China. 
‘The Japanese hold the cities and

‘Vitagers the Sufferers 

No matter which side wins in a 
skirmish, the civilians are the prin- 
jeipal sufferers. In many cases, 
thelr homes are burned; and in. al 
most every instance, thelr supplies of 
‘grain and other movable property 
carried off or destroyed. ‘This looting 
may be done, not by "the soldiers: 
themselves, but by thugs who follow. 
them and take advantage of the con- 
fusion to grab everything in sight, 
Including any of the people who may 
be worth kidnapping. 

In many towns, the people have 
the habit of fleeing whenever they

people, young children, or invalids, 
such flight in winter means great: 
distress, 

During December, grain prices rose 
sharply. In some’ places, present 
prices are said to be nearly double 
the Agures of October or early 
November, Just now, despite high 
Prices, or because of rising prices, 
not much grain is appearing on the 
‘market at Sutsien. Some of the 
country towns will not allow grain 
to be carried away, for fear of short- 
‘age and further rise in prices, Tn 
some sections, guerillas prohibit 
transportation of grain, to prevent it 
from bolng sold to Japanese.

Gidates apply for a scholarship in the 
faeademy in answer to public adver~ 
tisement, No pressure or suasion of 
any’ Kind, it js sald, are used by the 
authorities, In order to All up the. 
school, ‘The ‘age limit for entrance 
ig from eighteen to 25, but in actual 
fact about four-fifths’ of them are 
Below 20, They must be guaranteed 
by two respectable persons, are sup- 
posed to have a middle-school educa- 
Yion, and have to pass an ensy en- 
trance examination. Of 1400. can- 
didates for scholarship this year 1,060 
passed Into the college, 

We saw the cadets at their drill 
and in one of thelr classes—it was 
fa Tesson in Japanese. ‘They appeared 
to be a healthy, well-built set of 
youths, "But, judging from what one 
Saw of thom, one would very much 
doubt. whether many of them had 
been through a middle-school educa 
tion, ‘The majority did not took as 
it'they eame from the literary classes 
of the towns. Rather, they had the 
appearance of boys from better-off| 
peasant families. 

‘The training is conducted on the 
same lines as thoso of the military 
colleges in Japan, but the course at 
the Chinzho academy would nppear 
to be a strangely short one: only one 
year, including a month's visit to 
Japan. In this time they are sup- 
poted to oblain a grounding in such

tactics, military law, fortification, 
toportraphy and the Japanese langw 
quite” specially the Japanese 
Tantuage, Not to mention drill, rife 
shooting, and gymnastics."

It was admitted by the Japanese

It is widely 
distributed under the names of the 
Inte Marshal's son, Mr. Wa  Tao- 
shih, two grandsons and his widow

commencing December 6 until the 
date fixed for the coffin-removing 
‘ceremony.

No Modern Conveniences 


‘This young Russian who lived in 
Shanghal with all its comforts and 


conveniences ‘will find a decided 
change on the other side of the 
Zhara Pass.

The 
Zhara, however, has a long ‘stretch 
fon the top and’ is not an easy pass| 
to manipulate during the cold windy 
days of December or January.

‘The fact that the 
Panchen's oulft is behind the dis- 
turbance in Kanze would lead one 
to believe that Lhasa has little or 
‘no concern in this wide spread 
movement throughout Kham. Again 
itis seriously questioned “whether 
Lhasa would give its sanction to any 
wholesale slaughter of Chinese gar- 
isons in eastern ‘Tibet; and if not, 
what is the political’ signifieance 
behind the present Panchan uprising 
Found Kanze?

On September 12, the creation of 
the "Headquarters of the Japanese 
Expeditionary Fores to China was 
announced, while three days later, 
five months of sanguinary fighting on 
the border of Manchoukuo and Outer 
Mongolia was brought to an end by 
f truce negotiated in Moscow between 
Mr, Shigenorl Togo, Japanese Am- 
bassador, and M. V1. Molotoff, Soviet 
Foreign ‘Commissar. 

The outbreak of war in Europe on 
September 3, caused the Government 
to’ impose stringent regulations on 
stock market transactions, while com- 
modity prices, transportation and 
storage "charges, rents, salaries, 
‘wages, insurance "rates and process- 
Ing charges were “freezed” at levels 
prevailing on September 18 to prevent 
war" boom” inflation. 

‘Ameriean-Japanese relations came 
into the. limelight when Gen, Abe 
asked Admiral Kichisaburo Nomura, 
retired, to resign from his post as 
president of the Peers" School to as- 
‘ume the portfolio of Foreign Affairs. 
‘Admiral Nomura, who took the post 
‘on September 25, was chosen avowed- 
ly Because of his wide circle of 
friends in the United States, where 
he had resided for many years, while 
fon duty with the Japanese Embassy 
in Washingt 

‘Attention was further drawn to the 
strained relations between Japan and 
the United States on October 19 when 
Mr. Joseph C. Grew, American Am- 
bassador, delivered’ 2 “from the 























horse's mouth” address giving his im- 


pressions of the feeling prevailing in 
America against Japan obtained dur- 
‘ing his furlough during the summer. 


Domestic Problems 

Admiral Nomura launched into ne- 
gotlations with Ambassador Grew on 
November 4 with a view to rendjust- 
fing. he relations between the two 
cotintres inthe face of the impending 
expiration of the AmericancJepancst 
‘Treaty of Commerce and. Navigation 
lof 1011 denounced by the Washington 
sdministration on July 27.”

A severe drought in 
South-west Japan Proper and Koren 
caused a poor rice crop, brought a 
Seute. water shortage for Industral 
and power generating use. This, in 
{rn, forced the use of coal to gen- 
erate, the necessary ‘power, further 
fediucing the available mounts of the 
isc mineral for household us. The 
Cabinet on October 6 ordered a re 
Sitieion of the use of rice for brew- 
{ng purposes and directed rice mills to 
produce only perilaliy polished rice. 

Dissatisfaction with the Cabinet for 
its alleged “fawning. diplomacy” to- 
wards the United States and the var- 
lous prevailing internal economic 
hardships came. into. the open on 
December 29 when 250 momibers af

Japanese Broadcasting 
To Be Extended 


‘Tokyo, Jan. 12. 

Keeping pace with increased need 
for news on world events as the 
international situation does an hourly 
‘swing dance, the Japan Broadcasting 
‘Association, which is under the super 
vision of the Ministry of Communiea- 
tions, has decided to expand its feld 
‘of reception to include the Near East 
jand the antipodes this year, 

Up to tho present time one trans- 
mitting station of $0-kilowatt power 
hhas been the only broadcasting 
medium by short wave to Europe, 
South America, cast and west coasts 
of North America, China and the 
South Seas, eight hours a day. 

‘The new pian provides for the 
establishment of three 50-kilowatt and 
Jone 20-kilowatt stations, with addi 
tional brondeasts to cover the Near 
East, including Turkey, Syria, the 
western part of India, — Central 
America, Hawall, Australia and New 
Zealand. 

Instead of oporating on an elght- 
hour schedule, the dally broadeasts 
of the stations, including the present 
‘one, will be prolonged to 15 or 16 
hours. Broadcasters will use Arabian, 
Hallan, Malayan and Thal languages, 
wesides the ones now employed, which 
comprise Japanese, English, German, 
French, Portuguese, Spanish, Chinese 
and. Dutch—Domei.

Sir Herbert Replies 

In reply Sir Herbert said: 

It is with very mixed feclings that 
rise to return thanks for the very 
kind way in which you, Sir Robert, 
assisted by ‘Mr. Woodhead and Mr. 
‘Arnhold have proposed my health and 
{for the manner in which you gentle- 
men have received the toast, “I feo! 
most deeply honoured at being the 
Guest tonight of three leading British 
‘Associations at Shanghai, namely the 
British Chamber of Commerce, the 
China Association and the British 
‘Residents’ Association and the mem- 
Jory of this evening will long remain 
with me. It is close upon 42. years 
since Tarrived in Peking as a student 
Interpreter. In that time T have seen 
‘many changes and T am not at all 
sure that those changes have been 
for the better. Tam inclined to think. 
that the old times were more pleasant 
‘and easier than the present. 1 do 
‘not propose, to refer'in detail to 
politlal questions or to deal with 
commercial problems at any length, 
for T consider that it would take an 
extremely wise and far-seeing man to 
venture an opinion either upon cur- 
Fent oF future events in China. 1 
'do not feel Inclined to pose as that 
‘wise man and T'do not wish to fill 
the role elther of an Isalsh or a 
Jeremiah, 

‘My duties vis-b-vis the local Bri 
[community during the past two years 
have been somewhat akin to the 
[combined functions of a doctor and 
fa nurse. As a doctor T arrived at! 
{the patient's bedside at perhaps the 
‘most critical period of a'serlous iil- 
ness from which It was feared he 
might not recover. As a nurse T have 
been ‘engaged in furthering the 
patient's ‘convalescence and endeal- 
Hvouring to prevent a relapse to the 
Hormer malady by warding off dan-| 
fgerous germs and other harmful in- 
fluences. ‘That he has already re- 
feovered a large measure of his! 
strength is due, not so much to any’ 
professional skill of mine, as to an 
{Inherent vitality derived from his tor- 
Dears, and to his own courage, tent 
elty and powers of recuperation, for 
which T have never felt greater’ ad- 
miration than in these last two years. 


Recuperative Powers, 
Shanghai's powers of recuperation 
had already been strikingly | ox- 
emplified following the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities in this area in 1932. T was. 
not here at that time, but it is an 
‘eloquent commentary on the vitality 
of this city, which British brains and 
‘enterprise have been so largely res 
onsible for building up, that only 
five years after that catastrophe, we 
were heading for one of the biggest 
Business booms the British community 
here, as in other parts of China, has 
ever’ known, But it was not to be, 
and the cataclysm which overwhelmed 
this city in August 1937 was of far 
sreater violonce than its predecessor 
‘of 1982. Nor was it confined to the 
Shanghai area. ‘The tide of war swept 
slowly up. the Yangtze valley and 
fradually engulfed the rich produc- 
{ng areas on which this city is to 0 
large extent dependent for its exports. 
‘Today, the outlook is still obscure, 
but not ‘by any means without hope. 
‘The effects of the European war on 
China and particularly on the posi 
tion of British trade in this country, 
hhave still to make themselves. fuliy 
fell, but it fs not unreasonable to 
‘hope that China, if only peace can 
‘be restored in the Far East, will 
share’ in. the business prosperity 
‘which neutrals usually enjoy at times 
‘when thelr belligerent neighbours are 
devoting a large part of thelr pro- 
‘ductive capacity to the manufacture 
‘of weapons of war, and that by this. 
means she will go far to repair the 
ravages of the last two years. 

‘My term of office as Consul-General 
Jat Shanghai has been the most in- 
Heresting, if not the most thrilling, of 
my career and I am sure you can’all 
readily understand what an enomous 
Jaumber of varied and diMicult ques 
{ions T have had to deal with during 
the last 27 months. T do not suppose 
{that the Consulate-General has ever 
‘been in such close touch with the 
[British commercial community before 
fand this state of affairs. is largely 
Jdue to the many” conferences and 























committees which have constantly 
been held both at the Consulate- 
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[General and the Chamber. We have 
in fact boen like a band of brothers

quota of rice from. these hawkers 
at prices cheaper by few dollars as 
compared with those prevailing in 
the Shanghai Rice Market. Al 
though in a small way, these hawkers 
do help to remedy the serious rice 
situation here, it will be interesting 
to walch as to whether or not their 
Dusiness will be so prosperous as to.

Unlike other hawkers, these retail 
rice dealers have no definite places 
to sell their grain usually contained 
In ‘small bags.

‘They buy thelr rice from 
neighbouring districts at | cheaper 
prices and in small quantities and 
carry them to forelgn are: 
bleyeles oF on foot. 
that they seldom receive the alten 
tlon of the authorities in, occupied 
areas using the pretext that they 
aro carrying the rice to thelr own 
homes for consumption.

Straw Huts and Chinese 
Faetories in Ruins 


‘Shanghai, Jan. 12. 

Approximately sixty straw huts end 
twelve wooden structures used os 
weaving factories were reduced to 
ruins yesterday morning by fire in 
8 village situated off Jessfeld Road, 
ast of St. John's University. No-one 
Was ‘injured but many of the hut- 
dwellers were forced to flee for their 
lives.

British Wireless 
Regulations 


Shanghai, Jan. 12. 
Important regulations bearing on 
wireless transmission by British sub- 
Jeets, and issued under the signature 
of Sir Archibald Clark Kerr, 1M. 
‘Ambassador to China, were publicly 
exhibited at the British Coasulate 
General in Shanghal yesterday. 
Headed “King’s Regulations made 
under Articles 209 and 212 of the 
China Order-in-Counell, 1925: No. 4 
of, 1959: The Wireless "Transmission 
(Control) Regulations, 1939." the re- 
gulations read os follow: 

1, In. those “regulations “Ambas~ 
‘sador” shall mean His Majesty's Am- 
bassador in China and shall include 
Charge d'Affaires “or other chief 
diplomatic representative. 

2, No British subject or corpora 
tion shall, without the authority of

In P.O. Yard 


Shanghai, Jan. 11. 
Probationary Sergeant ‘Duncan 'B. 
Crank, aged 23, was shot and seri- 
ously ‘wounded ‘at’ noon yesterday, 
while he was trying to compose o 
trouble which had developed between, 
two factions of coolies in the Central 
Post Offlce compound. At least two 
pistol shots were fired, but only Crank 
‘was injured, ‘The wounded policeman 
was talcen to the General Hospital in 
a Fire Brigade, ambulance, and it was 
‘found that the bullet had entered his 
‘abdomen, traversed the liver and 
lodged near the back. An emergency 
‘operation was performed last night. 

‘Coolie trouble developed in the Post 
‘Omee, which has been the scene of 
many’ recent disturbances, shortly 
before noon yesterday. ‘The opposing 
factions were Post OMe coolies, on 
the one hand, and workmen of! the 
Far Eastern ‘Sanitary Co, contract 
cleaners in the bullding, on’the other. 
‘The bone of contention was the sup- 
ply of hot water to the two sides. 

‘As the argument grew more’ ex- 
clted, the “Fesco” foreman came into 
the loading compound in an effort to 
ettle the dispute. He soon realized, 
however, that he would not be suc 
cessful and communicated with Mr. 
Peter Baur, F.C-L, the Chinese gen- 
eral manager of the company. Mr. 
Baur: hurried over from his office in 
the Central Arcade.

Post Office Accepts © 
Japanese Money 


Shanghai, Jan, 16. 

While the Chinese press has voiced 
disapproval of the new. regulations 
enforced by the Shanghai Post OMce 
governing the purchase of postage 
stamps with Japanese currency oF 
‘military notes, asserting that this has 
‘not been approved by the General 
Post Office in Kunming, the Shanghai 
Post Office and all branches of the 
Post Office in occupied areas com- 
‘menced to accept Japanese currency 
fond military notes yesterday. 

Commencing yesterday, Japanese 
currency and military notes canbe 
‘accepted by the Post Omice in occupied 
areas only for buying postage stamps 
‘and in all such dealings the exchange 
rate is fixed at one Yen for $1.25 in 
Chinese currency. In other words, 
Chinese currency is ‘counted less_in 
purchasing postage stamps. ‘The 
radiogram office in Jinkee Road has 
algo nnounced its acceptance of 
Japanese currency. 

‘While it is asserted by the Chinese 
press that the action taken by  the| 
Post Offlce here has not secured ap- 
roval from the General Post Office it 
is learned that the new regulation is

Every opportunity has.been allowed 
the leader of the six prisoners, one 
Ching Kwel Ying, to communicate 
with his superiors ‘or those in auth- 
lority over him. Despite frequent re- 
|quests from the prisoners for assistance 
in obtaining their liberty no. action 
hag been forthcoming. 

It is now over five weeks since 
these mon were imprisoned. The ap- 
peals have been made to one "Han 
|Chun,” reported to be the commander 
of the Armed Police Headquarters, 
‘and to a personage known as “Poh 
‘kong,” but without suecess. ‘No one 
has yet approached the British Military.

Returned from long’ leave in 
Europe, Dr. N,N. Kuznotsoft gave 
some of his impressions to the Rus- 
sian press, Dr. Kuznetsoi met 
Russfans in aly: there are more 
than two hundred emigres living in 
Rome, and a hundred in Florence, 
among them the well-known jour- 
alist B. “A. Suvorin, at one time 
working for newspapers in Shanghai 
and Harbin, ‘Mr. Suvorin asked the 
doctor to give Ils best regards to 
friends in Shanghai, adding that the 
five years he spent ‘in this city form 
the happiest memory of his. life in 
‘emigration, There are. only three| 
Orthodox priests In Ualy. In Barri, 
‘the resting place of the revered re- 
mains of St, Nicholas the Miracle 
Worker, Faiher Andrei told Dr. 
Kuznetsoff that the income of funds 
for the church has stopped com~ 
pletely. 

Previously church matters were| 
attended to by Prince Zhevakhov, 
former Vice Chief Procurator of the 
Holy Synod in St, Petersburg. In 
Rome there are no. special premises 
for the chureh, and it is housed in 
a building donated by a Russian 
Indy who for many years has lived 
in the Eternal City. “Russians enjoy 
fa free life in Italy, as the authorities | 
Have a sympathetic understanding of| 
thelr position, ‘Th Yugoslavia there 
are at present only 25,000 Russians. 

‘About twenty years ‘ago Russians 
took part in the construction of new 
‘buildings and the laying of new 
roads, but at presont the demand 
for Russian labour has decreased. 
Near Belgrade, in Panchevo, there is 
a large Russian ‘hospital headed by 
Dr. V. A, Levitsky. Among the staff 
‘of ‘this hospital, ‘great popularity is 
‘enjoyed by the brilliant Russian 
surgeon, Dr. V. N, Novikoft. 


Russian Charitable Home 


‘The Russian Charitable Home has 
celebrated the tenth year of its ¢ 
istence. On this day its spacious 
premises were filled with guests. 
Bishop John and Bishop Juvenalius 
conducted services In whieh other| 
‘members of the clergy took part. In| 
his speech, Bishop John stated that 
the Charitable Home is at present 
‘one of the best charitable institutions 
in the colony, and does tremendous 
‘work in aiding those who are pri 
vented by “aye or sickness from 
earning their own livelihood. |The 
Initiative for founding the Home: 
‘belonged to two Russian businessmer 
‘Mr. V, S. Tsepkin and Mr. N. A. 
‘Vansonoviteh, Following the serving| 
of tea, Mr, Tsepkin gave a short re= 
port of the activities of the Home 
during the ten years of its existence, 
Baroness Guene, the Honorary 
‘Treasurer, gave an account of the| 
receipts ‘and expenditures of the! 
Charitable Home. Many leaders of

‘With the exception of America, 
‘Shanghal, after the outbreak of war| 
in Europe, remained the only city in 
the world publishing books in the 
Russian language. Tn spite of the 
rise in the cost of paper, books on| 
all branches of science and literature 
continue to be printed—this in ad- 
ition to the four dally newspapers 
‘and the weekly magazines also being 
published in tee Russian colony. The 
‘monthly magazine, “Russian Annals, 
hhag been the only casualty claimed 
by the war in Europe. 


X’mas in the Colony 


‘Russian Christmas in the colony 
‘was celebrated according to tradition. 
Special services were held in the 
churches on Christmas Eve. Christ- 
‘mas Day was spent by. most at home, 
especially in homes with children, as, 
Russians count Christmas primarily 
‘a holiday for children. Prior to the 
‘appearance of the Star of Bethlehem, 
the first large star to appear in the 
heavens on Christmas Eve, no one 
sonserving orthodox customs touched 
ford. Then Christmas troes wore 
lighted for the second time, as many 
Russian children are educated in 
foreign schools, and in such homes 
foreign Christmas is celebrated as 
‘well as the Russian one. On Christ- 
mas Evo it is customary to put hay 
under the tablecloth, Spectal dishes 
Wke kutia and uzvar are served. 
But there was a dearth of wheat 
this year, poppy seeds were also very 
hard to’ procure, so that it is im- 
probable that these traditional dishes 
‘were prepared according to the real 
reeipe-But repasts were plentiful, and 
where there was no Christmas soose, 
the hostess offered excellent duck, 
fried with apples. On the first day 
‘of Christmas some children went on 
‘thelr kolladka—pald visits to houses 
and sang Christmas Carols in Russian 
fashion.” ‘Those who recelved their 
presents on the foreign Christmas 
found nothing in their stockings on 
Christmas according to the Russian 
ealendar, but to some Grandfather 
Frost, the Russian equivalent of 
Father Christmas, gave something on 
thelr holiday as’ well. On the frst 
day the Russian Club held a recep- 
tlon at which mutual congratulations 
were tendered by members and re- 























resentaiives of the colony, and to 
Which members’ families and guests 
were invited. 


Poor Not Forgotten 

Donations towards Christmas fos- 
tivities were generous. ‘The Fmi- 
grants’ Committee gave $590 to 
Various organizations for Christmas 
trees and presents. ‘The Charitable 
Home, the Refuge for Aged Men, 
the. Refuge for Aged Women, the 
‘St Tichon Zadonsky Orphanage, the 
‘SL Olga's Orphanage, tte Union of 
Russian World War Tnvalids—all 
these and other charitable organiza- 
tions received generous donations 
from many parties. Mr. S. I. Osipoft 
donated $120, Mr. G. Kirlian gave 
$250. There were many other dona- 
tions so that the colony's orphaned 
and poor did not feel themselves 
forgotten this year. In all orphan- 
‘ages and schools Christmas parties 
were held on the first and second 
days of Christmas. The Russian Club 
hield a party in conjunction with the 
Russian. Women's League. On Janu 
ary 8 the sehool founded in the name 
of Pirogov held a party in conjue- 
Mion with the Sokol. club. | Mmes. 
Metzler, Lemibieh, Jaspar, Altadukova, 
‘Sarmanova and ‘Bebikova organized 
a party in the St. Olga's Orphanage. 
‘The St, Tichon Zadonsky Orphanage 
threw a party on January 9, its 
Christmas tree being donated by the 
Palace Hotel.

port bills are bought by the Bank of 
China and Bank of Communications 
in Hongkong and “tree China” at that 
rate. Such measure is operating, as 
generally believed, to prevent ‘the 
‘Government from Iosing export bills 
[a penalty imposed on importers.

Nanking Railway 
Not Yet Paying? 


Shanghai, Jan. 11. 

‘Replying to “strong representations” 
made by Sit Robert Craigie, British 
Ambassador to Japan, official circles 
In Tokyo on December 16, declared 
that the financial condition of the 

Shanghal-Nanking Railway Company 
made It impossible to pay interest to 
stockholders, It was ‘admitted. that 
British funds were invested in the 
‘company. 

‘They stated that the rolling stock 
lof the company had been removed by 
Chinese troops prior to thelr retreat 
from Shanghai and Nanking and that 
bridges and rails had been destroyed. 
It had been necessary these sources 
stated, for Japenese forces to make 
repairs before the railway could be 
used, and at the present time trains 
were being wsed for military ‘pur- 
poses. Such being the case, it was 
‘asserted, that the line was not making 
Ja profit to justify the payment of 
Interest.

B Newman, pleaded not guilty to 
the charge of, having” murdered 
Lanee-Corporal James Davis on the 
evening of November 4, 1999, when he 
stood in the dock of H M. Supreme 
Court yesterday morning, “Judge Sir 
Allan Mossop is hearing tie ease and 
‘Mr. John MeNeill, Crown Advocat, 
{s appearing for the prosecution, ‘The 
following were called to serve on the 
jury: Messta, A. G. Davies, FF. 
Sullivan, RH. Box, G. T. Gambling, 
G. A. Morris, J." Watson, BR. V. 
‘Thomas, E, Stephenson, R. B, Moller, 
P. RM, Wallis, N, Boniface and P. 
J. MacKellar, After an allday hear- 
Ing, the case was adjourned to this 
morning. 

For almost an hour, Mr, McNeill 
detailed the circumstances of the case 
fand told the court that when going 
on. duty, soldiers. detailed to. block- 
house “E", at the corner of North 
‘Thibet and Kaifeng’ Roads where the 
murdor 19 alleged. to have occurred, 
remained there for four days. befor 
‘being relieved. They bring no am- 
‘munition becatise there'are 25 rounds 
for each man. in’ the  blockhouse. 
‘When not on sentry-duty, the soldiers 
eave theiygarms and equipment. in 
the blockhouse upstairs while when 
fon duty the magazine of their rifles 
fs loaded with dive rounds, none of 
whieh, however, is in the breach. 

‘When coming off duty, the soldier's 
weapon is inspected and. no 
man {s allowed to leave his post 
except when ordered to do £0 by 
the senior soldier in charge. 

‘On November 4, blockhouse “E" was 
guarded” by Lance-Corporal James 
Davis and Privates Hugh McCormick 
Stirling, Josiah Northrop, Robert 
James Sullivan and the’ accused. 
Northrop was on duty at 7 pm. and 
Was relieved by Stirling at 8 pm. 
Between 6.30 and 7 p.m.on the eve- 
ning’ of November “4, ‘Mr. MeNeill 
Continued, the accused left the post 
fand walked along N, ‘Thibet Road 
to buy. packet of cigars. He re- 
turned some ten minutes later when 
a few words were exchanged bet- 
ween the aceused and the deceased 
Some time prior to 8 pam. a further 
conversation took place between the 
‘two men. 

"ft ia not for the Crown to prove 
‘the motive for a erime has been com- 
mitted,” Mt, MeNeill added, but will 
show that’ the accused id shoot 
‘Lance-Corporal Davis.”

“I came to a halt in front of the 
sentry post when Eckford was about 
evel with me on my left.” witness 
added, “and Eckford had his rife on 
hig shoulder at the time.” Witness 
then saw that Bckford -had his rifle 
levelled against Davis who, at this 
time, was standing north of the sen- 
try post, facing east. 

"Private Eekford sald ‘I'm golng 
to shoot you. Dagger,” witness con~ 
tinued, “and then he pulled the trig- 
ger, Davis fell to the ground back- 
wards and Bekford handed me his 
Fin 

In reply to another question, wit- 
ress stated that the two men’ were 
‘about four and a half yards apart. 
‘After handing witness his rifle, Eck. 
ford told him, “I'm ready for the 
Sergeant now. Eekford was very 
calm, according to witness who said 
that he then called out for the guard 
‘ut recelved no reply. Eckford then 
‘walked towards the stairs to the 
Dlockhouse and witness followed him 
fanding 











He called out for Pte. Northrop 
who then appeared at the top of the 
stairs, Witness shouted 40 Northrop 
‘what had happened and Eckford went 
into the blockhouse, Soon after 
wards, Sergeant John ‘MacDonald 
arrived with a patrol. Witness then 
saw Eekford being ordered into the 
truck. Before leaving, Sergt. Mac- 
Donald ordered witness to cover the 
body with a blanket which he did. 
Police then arrived at the scene and 
after investigations on the spot, wit- 
hess accompanied the detectives to 
the police station for questioning. He 
returned to the blockhouse, however, 
where he spent the night, 

Cross-exumined by Me. Newman, 
witness stated thatthe Lance-Cor- 
poral and the senior soldier ins 
atrol did not sentry duty, the other 
Uhre soldiers were on duly for two 
hhours and off for four. Witness also 
‘admitted that due to the general up- 
heaval as a result of the shootin 
he may have forgotten or omitted 
certain details, Witness did not know 
what Davis had referred to when he 
told the accused to “go and get it”. 
He was then asked to mark on one 
‘of the official photographs. the post- 
tions where the accused and Davis 
hhad stood at the time of the shooting. 
He denied hearing Eekford'’s rifle 
falling to the ground after the shot 
had been fred. 

Witness admitted that in view of 
the fact that Eekford had been on 
his left and Davis on his right, he 
‘could not have seen the trigger’ ac- 
tually pressed because that part of 
the rifle was hidden by Eekford's 
left arm. 

In referring to the NAAFI. 
wagon, witness said that it comes to 
each post in the morning and that 
each man is allowed to buy up to 
two bottles of beer a day. Eekford, 
witness slated, had been drinking 
some beer before he, witness, went 
fon duty. Witness said that he was 
ot on duly when Eckford went to 
‘buy his eheroots ina near-by shop. 
He added that he had never heard 
Eekford complain of anyone using 
his vile, “Witness agreed that Davis 
‘must have seen the accused Boint his 
rifle at him.

Witness then 
accompanied Eckford to the street 
below. 
‘About five minutes later, witness 
continued, Sergt. MacDonald arrived 
together with two privates. Ecktord 
walked up to the sergeant and told 
him that he had killed Davis. ‘The 
‘accused, according to Northrop, was 
then ordered to get into the truck, 
which “he did. Stirling, thereupon, 
handed Ecktord's rife to witness 
which he took to the _blockhouse. 
He then went to relieve Stirling from 
uty. 

Lt J. M. Marshall arrived in the 
blocktiouse soon afterwards and in~ 
spected’ Eekford's rifle. He opened 
the bolt, smelled the breach and then 
replaced the “used cartridge case, 
closing the bolt. 

Cross-examined, witness sald that 
hhe could not recall how long before 
he had taken up his duties at the 
blockhouse in question, ‘The accused, | 
Jaccording to witness, arrived later 
than the others because he had been 
sent to replace someone who was il. 
He could not remember seeing the. 
Jaccused go into a little shop on the 
other side of the street before walk- 
ing up North Thibet Road to buy his 
cigars. 

Pte, Sullivan was the next witness 
to be called. “He sald that he over= 
heard Davis tell the accused that he 
‘Would be sent back under close arrest. 
Witness then went to sleep and wa 
Jawakened by Northrop who told him 
that Davis had been shot. He looked 
down and saw Davis lying in a pool 
of blood. He returned inside the 
Dlockhouse soon afterwards because 
he said that the sight of the dead 
body had given him a shock. 

Cross-examining, Mr, Newman 
pointed to various alleged disrepanc~ 
Tes between the evidence given by 
witness in the Police Court and 
that which he had just given, in 
particular with reference to’ the 
time he went on duty. 

Ni Sz-ching, a tobacco-shop owner 
of 214 Thibet Road, told the court 
that at about 630 pm. in the eve- 
ning of November 4, a foreigner 
wearing a jersey came to his shop 
to buy some cigars. He identified the 
package of cigars but was unable 
to recognize the accused. 

‘Private Thomas Hunter sald that 
he was operating the telephone ex- 
change at headquarters of “B” sector. 
He sald that on the evening of 
November 4, he received two calls. 

‘The first call, he added, was ro. 
ceived at 930 pm. He reported it 
to Sergi. MacDonald who was on duty, 
‘and subsequently he ordered No. 1 
patrol under L/C Robertson to drive 
fo “E" post. ‘The second call was re- 
ceived at 945 pm. and witness re- 
ported it to Lt Marshall, the officer 
in charge of the sector. 

‘Lance-Corporal Alexander Robert 
son told the court that he went to 
NE" post at 9.35 pm, having received 
‘orders to that effect trom Sergt. Mac- 
Donald. He spoke to L/C Davis and 
thereupon returned to headquarters 
to make his report. 

Sergt. John MacDonald, was, next 
called, "He said that he proceeded to.

Evidence for the Crown and for the 
defence was concluded » yesterday 
afternoon ‘when David Eckford, a 25 
years old native of . Kirkealdy, 
Fiteshire, Scotland, and a private in 
the 1st, Batfalion, the Seaforth High- 
landers, again appeared in EM. 
‘Supreme Court, ‘before Judge Sir 
‘Allan Mossop and a jury, to face a 
charge of murdering Lance-Corporal 
James Davies, a member of.the same 
battalion, by shooting him with a rifle 
while on sector duty at “E” Block- 
house on the night of November 4. 
Mir. John McNeill, the Crown Advo- 
cate, prosecuted ‘and Mr. K. E, 
Newman. appeared on behalf of 
Eekford, who was the only witness 
to be called by the defence, Today 
the jury will be addressed by Mr. 
MoNeill and Mr. Newman before His 
Lordship speaks to the jury members, 

‘The members of the jury were as 
follows: Messrs. A. G. Davies, F. F, 
Sullivan, R. H, Box, G. T. Gambling, 
G. A. ‘Morris, J." Watson, RV. 
‘Thomas, E, Stephenson, RB, Moller, 
P. RM, Wallis, N, Boniface and P.

The frst witness to be called was 

Private Peter Hughes, who stated 
that he was the driver of the duty 
truck on November 4. At about 90 
pam. he drove the truck to “E” Block- 
louse in company with Lance-Cor- 
poral Robertson, Privates Paton, 
Richards and Davidson, At the 
Blockhouse he noticed “Lance-Cor- 
poral Robertson speaking to Lance- 
Corporal Davies. “At Sector Head. 
‘quarters Lance-CorporalRobertsort 
reported to Sergeant MacDonald, who 
gave witness instructions to drive 
him to “E” Post, Privates Paton and 
Richards accompanied them. 
“On arrival at the post I ‘saw 
Lance-Corporal Davies lying on the 
ground to the right of the sentry 
box,” he said "I heard Private 
Eekford say to Sergeant MacDonald 
‘I shot him, sergeant. He's dead, 
He was quite calm." Private Hughes, 
continuing, ‘said that Beckford got 
Into the duly car when ordered to 
by. Sergeant “MacDonald. When the 
‘ear had proceeded about 200 yards 
up the road they met Lieut. Marshall 
and his servant, Private Garrity. 

‘At this point Sergeant MacDonald 
spoke to the oMicer. “I hear’ Lieut. 
Marshall say "Who was itt’, witness 
continued, and Private Eektord re- 
plied Wt’ was me, sir.” Cross. 
mined by Mr. Newman, Private 
Hughes said that he did not remem- 
ber having heard Eckford slate any- 
thing else.

At the blockhouse he fourid Lance- 
Corporal Davies lying on his back 
with his eyes open and a stream of 
Blood coming from his head into the 
gutter. 

‘In the blockhouse Private J. North- 
rop showed him a rife, number 229, 
which was leaning against a tabl 
‘The safety catch was pushed for. 
ward. On opening the bolt a spent 
cartridge case was ejected. This was 
replaced in the breech and was there 
when the rifle was handed over to 
Inspector Shields of the SMLP. Hand- 
‘ed a cariridge ease in court he identi- 
fed this ‘as the one which had been 
ejected by two hammer marks. Wit-| 
ness added that he looked through 
the barrel of the rifle, which bore the 
appearance of having been ared| 
through. On a table was a clip con- 
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taining four rounds and on another 
table Was a packet of cigars. 

Dr. 1. G. Anderson stated thet on 
December 29 he attended the parlours 
of the International Funeral Diree- 
tors where he saw a coffin, bearing 
the name “James Davies.” Also pre+ 
sent were Dr. W. S. Parsons, Capt, 
H. M. Smyth of the RAM.C., Dr. John 
Gray’ and Mr. Scott of international 
Funeral Directors. When the coffin 
was opened the body inside was ex- 
amined, particularly the head. The 
body, the doctor added, was in a good 
state’ of preservation. 

Tn the head a builet wound was 
found, ‘The entrance wound was on 
the right outer edge of the mouth 
and there was an exit wound to the 
right of the midline at the back of 
the skull. A” straight probe passcd 
through ‘the entrance "wound and 
‘emerged from the exit wound, ‘The 
bullet, said Dr. Anderson, struck the 
upper jaw, moving four to six upper 
right teeth, to pass, through the us~ 
ending bar of the lower jaw and, 
enter the entrance to the base of the 
skull, After passing through the sub- 
stance of the brain, the bullet emei ged. 
through the bone of the skull, the 
cause of death being a bullet wound 
through the skull, 

It the deceased fad been standing 
upright the wound would have been 
parallel to the ground, the witness 
continued, Death would have been 
instantaneous, Mr. R, 0. Scott, 
manager of the International Funeral 
Directors, stated that he superintended. 
the burial’ of Lance-Corporal Davies 
at the ‘Hungjao Road cemetery on 
November 8. On December 23 ne 
body was exhumed and the collin 
removed to the mortuary of te 
Aniernatioual Funeral Directors wheco 
a was subsequently opened. 

Alter evidence by Private William 
Garrity, who said he accompanied the 
body to the British Military Hospital, 
Capt, H. M. Smyth, who examined 
the " body "at™ the ‘hospital, and 
Lance-Corporal James McLaughlin,

Headquarters to have a bath. At 
the headquarters there was a N.A.A.

‘At about 4 o'clock in the after 
noon he drank the next bottle of 
Leer and the fourth bottle was: 
consumed after tea—about § o'clock.

he eft the bloekhouse and went 
across to a money exchange 
shop where he purchased two 
more bottles of beer. These he 
placed by an iron gate near the 
Sentry box. After doing this he 
walled up the road to tho end of the 
wire and stood there for a minute or 
two before turning around to go back. 
He’ added that he was not allowed 
to leave his post. 

‘On the way back, Private Eekford 
continued, he bought a packet of 
telgars and then returned to the post. 
Here he met someone, he was not 
sure who it was, who told him that 
the Ianec-corporal was looking for 
him, “He met Lanee-Corporal Davies 
coming down the stairs as he ap- 
proached the post, ‘The lance 
corporal asked him’ where he had 
been and witness replied that he had 
‘only been for a walk and why the 
hhell shouldn't he go for a walk. To 
this, Eckford went on, Lance~ 
Corporal Davies replied "You should 
know better than to leave your post, 
‘You will be for orders.” 

Private Eckford added that he had 
been for orders many times and he 
did not say anything to Lance- 
Corporal Davies. The conversation, 
Ihe said, took place somewhere around 
Totclock, Afterwards witness went 
upstairs and he believed that Davies 
followed him. Inside the blockhouse 
witness sat on a chair and picked up 
4 paper and started to read. After 
reading for about an hour he went 
dSwnstairs and drank one of the 
boities, which he had left behind the 
senity box. After doing this he went 
Duek upstairs. 

"About half an hour or so tater he 
went down again and drank the 
seventh bottle, He was not drunk 
but a. bit heady. Just before the 
shooting incident occurred he saw 
Lanee-Corporal Davies ut the foot of 
the stairs 
hho thought someone had been using 
his rifle because It was not in the 
same position he had left it in. “He 
sald T'was drunk,” Eekford continued, 
“He asked me how many bottles of 
beer T had drunk and also asked me 
it Ya got any more beer, upstal 

‘To this witness replied that there 
might be one and that he would go 
and soe. At this point, Eekford 
stated, Lance-Corporal Davies said 
"Go and get it." This, he thought, 
may have. been the remark Private 
Stirling had heard in the conversa- 
tion between himself and Lance 
Corporal Davies.» Witness went up. 
stairs but did not find any beer. “T 
picked up the rife,” he went’ on, 
Nand removed a round from one of 
the clips in. my pouches. 1 came 
downstairs with the rifle in my hand, 
1 intended to. give Lance-Corporai 
Davies a fright. I loaded my rifle 
when got eight or ten steps from 
the foot, "He (Lance-Corporal Davies) 
‘was standing between the ladder and 
the sentry box looking at me." 

Private Eekford continued “I am 
sure he saw me because he was stand- 
ing a. few yards away, watching. 
When the rifle was loaded 1 hung it 
over my right shoulders and 
descended to the foot of the steps. 
Davies moved further back past the 
ry box and then stopped. He 
stood facing me. I took the rifle 
from my" shoulder and walked, up 
towards him, -T intended to give him 
fa fright as he had been bullying me.’ 
He added that he carried the rifle 
at his side, His Lordship deseribing 
the position as a sort of trail arms 
with both hands on the rite. 

“T stopped about two or three yards 
from Davies," said Private Eckford. 
“TP lifted the rifle to my shoulder and 
shouted, “I'm going to shoot you, 
“Dagger’s" I had absolutely no inten 
tion of shooting him. When 1 used 
these words the rifle was partly up 
to my shoulder. Before 1 got my rife 
into aiming position the butt struck 
‘my armpit-and went off, I don't re- 
member whether my hand was on the 
trigger. Davies fell on his back 
fund the rifle fell, from my hand just 
in front of me," T bent over and 
Tooked at Lance-Corporal Davies aul 
shotited upstairs {0 the blockh.use 
‘Northrop’. T did not say ‘I'm ready 
for the sergeant” I went upstairs 
into the blockhouse leaving my ¥' 
‘on the ground.’ 

’On entering the blockhouse, witness 
said, he met Private Northrop getting, 
(tof bed. Northrop asked bit 
“Didn't you hear a shot?” and wit 
ness replied "I've shot Lance-Cor~ 
poral Davies.” Ife then went to the 
Phone and rang up Sector Headquar- 
fers. On the phone he said “1 want 
to speak to the officer. T think I've 

Ned Lance-Corporal “Davies.” He 
did not say “It is too late. I've shot 
fand "killed Lance-Corporal_ Davies.” 
He added that he had spoken to 
Davies. several times before but he 
had never been on duty with him 
rlor to this occasion. 




































































When he came downstairs he be- 
lieved Northrop came down behind. 
He noticed that the rifle wes Iving| 
where he had dropped it. He then 
Picked it up and stood it against 
the sentry box. Just then the 
duty truck came and he got inside. 
On the way back to Sector Headquar- 
ters they met Lieut, ‘Marshall, ‘who 
was told by Sergeant MacDonald that 
fone of the men had shot his post 
commander. "I said ‘I shot him, sic 
continued Eckford. When the duly 
truck arrived he had said to Sergeant 
‘MaeDonald "I think he's dead, ser- 
geant. I shot him.” 

‘Witness then Identified a rifle, which 
was handed to him, as his own. 
“That's my rifle," he said. “Do 
you admit shooting Lance-Corporal 
Davies?” asked Mr. Newman. "No, 
the rifle T'was holding shot him," re- 
plied Eckford, "I was stuanaed by 
the shock. I had no. intention of 





shooting Lance-Corporal Davies.” 

‘Cross-examined by Mr. MeNeill, 
Eekford said the cigars which he 
ne 


had bought had cost 25 cents, 
eceived some small notes in chan 
‘and he assumed it to be. corr 
‘When he went to buy the cigars he 
knew that he should not have left 
the post. He added that newspapers 
‘were supplied to the post from the 
Fegiment. He had been reading the 
“North-China “Dally News.” Was 
It interesting?” asked Mr. MeNetil. 
‘yes, Twas Feading about a sergeant 
of the Shanghal “Police who was 
Suing the S.MLP.” replied Eckford. 

‘After the sixth bottlc of beer, wit- 
ness said he went to the blockhouse, 
where he saw Northrop and Sullivan 
lying down and” Lanee-Corporal 
Davies sitting on a chair. When ne 
told Davies. that someone had 
moved his rifle he wanted to divert 
the Lance-Corporal's attention from 
the two botiles of beer lying at the 
gale. ‘The rile had, in fact, beer 
moved. The weapon was in 20d 
‘order and mechanically perfect as far 
as he knew. 

‘When he removed one round fom 
the clip he intended to load it.

Sentenced to Death 
Jan, 12. 

‘Standing stiMy at attention in the 
prisoners dock in the H.M. Supreme 
Court, and looking straight at the 

Private David Eckford of the 
‘Seaforth Highlanders was sentenced 
to death shortly before 7 pm, yester- 
day after the jury had returned to the 
‘court following “deliberations. lasting 
from 404 pm. to 645 pam, Pte, David 
Eekford, it will be recalled, was 
‘charged with having murdered Lance- 
‘Corporal James Davies on the even- 
Ing of November 4. Judge Sir Allan 
Mossop heard the case, Mr. John 
‘MeNeill, Crown Advocate, prosecuted 
‘and Mr. K. E. Newman defended the 
aeeused. ‘The jury was composed as 
follows: Messrs. A. G. Davies, F. F. 
Sullivan, RH. Box, G. T. Gambling. 
GA. Morris, J." Watson, R.V. 
‘Thomas, E. Stephenson, R. By Moller, 
P. R. M, Wallis, N. Boniface and P. 
‘MacKeliar, After having passed 
sentence, his Lordship thanked the 
members of the jury and exempted 
them from further jury service for a 
period of ten years. 

"AL the opening of the hearing 
yesterday morning, Mr. P. Ro 3. 
Wallis addressed the court with the 
request that the jury be given 
Teave to go to the blockhouse and 
that they be given the custody of 
the rifle while there. He also asked 
for permission to have a responsible 
uicer of the Seaforth Highlanders 
accompany them. His Lordship said 
that he was prepared to adjourn the 
ease untit the jury had been at 
the scene, but that he could not 
allow the’ jurymen to take evidence 
from anyone while there. 

‘Mr. Wallis then asked that cer~ 
ain passages from_ the evidence 
iven’ by Private Stirling at an. 
carlier hearing, be read, in. parti- 
cular with regard to the distance 
of his beat from the sentry box. 
Certain passages from the evidenco 
given by'the accused at the previous. 
hearing, regarding his actions as he 
eame down the stops from the 
blockhouse, were also read. 

‘A ladder was then brought into. 
court and the accused with rifle in 
hhand, showed just what he did when 
he touched ground, putting his rite 
between two steps, pushing | back 
the bolt and then turning. At this 
point the jury left the court and 
Feturned at 10.50 am. ‘ 

‘On behalf of the jury, Mr. Wallis 
then. asked that Pte. Stirling be 
recalled to the box. Witness in ques- 
tion not’ being in the court, His 
Lordship read part of the evidence 
given by him and Mr. Wallis there- 











upon said that it would not be 
necessary to have stirling called. 





On behalf of the Crown, Mr. 
McNeill then summed up his case. 
In addressing the jury, he pointed 
out that, after having heard all 
the evidence available to the pro- 
secutlon, there could be no doubt 
In thelr’ minds that the accused did 
shoot L/G Davies. He added that, 
whereas in most cases of murder, 
the actual xilling is witnessed by 
rho one, the evidence In this case was 
different. 

Following the outline of all the 
evidence. “Mr. MeNeill added, it 
‘must be said’ that feelings existed 
between the two men on the night 
of the shooting which would" rouse a 
‘man of quick temper to commit a 


murder. 
“We know," Mr. MeNeill con= 
‘tinued, “that! at about 930 p.m. on 


‘the night of November 4, Signaller 
Hunter at "B" sector headquarters 
received a telephone message from 
"B* post and clearly knew that 
Davies was on the other end of the 
line. We were not told what this 
‘conversation was but it is not 
Jdificult to Imagine its nature, 

‘As a result of this, L/e Robertson 
is sent to “E" post and had a brief 
conversation with the deceased. He 
returns to headquarters where he 
makes a report to Sergeant MacDonald 
who in turn leaves for "E” 

‘and in this connection it is important 
to note that MacDonald left head~ 
quarters before the second message 
Was received. at 945 pm. which 
Hunter communicated to Lt. Marshall 

“In my submission, gentlemen” Mr. 
MeNeill’ added, “there can be no] 
doubt about this part of the evidence, 
hamely, that something had occurred 
‘at "E” post which required the pre- 
Sence of a senior. It is not a matter 
for the Crown to find a motive 
for a murder, but the Crown must 
‘establish that_a murder has been 
‘committed. "What the exact nature of 
the events at “E” post were, we shall 
never know but those events were 
‘at least of a nature to require the 
Tance-eorporal to send accused up for 
orders. 

Not one single item in the evid- 
‘ence of, the accused,” Mr. McNeill 
added, “substantiates the contention 
that the rifle went off by accident.’ 

‘The Crown Advocate then recalled 
the evidence given by Pte. Stirling 
who had sald that from the moment 
That the shot had been fired, the 
‘accused hind remained calm.’ He| 
fsked the jury to imagine how they 
‘would act had they shot someone by 
accident subsequently finding out 
that the person had been killed. $e 
asked the jury what their reactions| 
would be and then asked them to 
compare these with those of the ac- 
‘cused who, according to the testimony | 
of witnesses, had repeatedly said, “I 
Kitled him;"'*T'm ready for the Ser- 
Beant no 

‘Mr. MeNeill pointed out that at no! 
time did the accused mention to anys 
fone that the shooting had been an 
Secident, until he told his Counsel 
many days afterwards. 

"The Crown Advocate also pointed| 
out that there was no evidence to| 
show that the accused had been 
drunk after having consumed seven| 
large bottles of beer. 

Tn referring to L/e Davies’ saying 
“Go and get it” to the accused, Br. 

‘Neill said that this could not’ pos- 
sibly have referred to a bottle of beer 
because Davies had said these words 
2 few moments after having called 
headquarters. The patrol was con- 
sequently on the way and it is there. 
fore only natural to assume that| 
Davies was referring to Eckford’s 
Fifle and equipment because he in- 
tended to send Eckford back to head- 
quarters in view of the serious nature 
of the offence committed by him. 

‘The Crown Advocate then referred 
to the Behaviour of the accused from 
the moment he entered the block. 
house. He removes one round of| 
ammunition from the clip which he 
Inserts on his way downstairs and| 
fails to replace the safely-catch after 
Joading. ‘Thus, Mr. MeNeill contend- 
ed, the rifle was ready for instant 
‘use when Eelford left the stairs. 

‘Mr, MeNeill maintained therefore 
that it was dificult to doubt at any 
ate that fom the time he Iiad Toad 
ed his rifle, the accused intended to 
shoot Davies and that, in doing s0, 
he was in his full sonses. Mr. MeNeill 
recalled that in his own evidence. the: 
fneewsed had said that he was, not 
drunk after his last bottle of beer 
which he had at 8 pm. He also re- 
Ealied that the accused, prior to] 
Shooting had told Davies: “I'm going 
to. shoot you.” 

‘ar. Newman, in closing the ease for 
the sceused, contended that the de- 
fence had never denied that Davies 
hhad been shot by a gun held in the 
hands of the accused and that this 
hhad been freely admitted. The de- 
fence, he added, maintained, however, 
that the shooting was unintentional 
and unpremeditated. 

Th referring to Ptes. Stirling, 
Northrop and Sullivan, Mr. Newman 
said that their mentality was not high 
‘nd that a number of mistakes 
had been made, and that some con- 
fusion had prevailed during their 
testimony. 

‘The accused, Mr. Newman con- 
tinued, is an uneducated man and his, 
choice of words when giving evidencs, 
may have been unhappy at times 















































‘Yet, his story had been 2 simple one 


and indicated a complete lack of 1e- 
sponsibility. He pointed out that if 
Eckford'’s story had not been true, 
he could have made up an endless 
number of infinitely better stories. 
He therefore asked the jury to accept 
Eekford’s version of what occutred 
at the time. 

‘Afler paying tribute to the tradi- 
tonal fairness of the Crown Advorate 
in placing his ease before the court, 
a tradition which Mr. MeNelll had 
upheld, Mr. Newman asked the jury 
to dismiss’ from their minds the 
Crown Advorate’s theory” that the 
accused was. to be sent- back 
fo. headquarters. in view of Ser- 
geant MacDonald's statement that 
he went to “E” post to settle 
some trouble, 

‘Mr, Newman pointed out that Davies 
and Eekford had never been on duty 
together before and hie therefore sub- 
‘mitted that there was a complete Tack 
of motive for the killing. 

“T submit to you,” Mr. Newman 
Jodded, in addressing ihe jury, “that the 
‘Crown has not produced evidence for 
murder but a theory at the utmost, 
{that a murder hed been committed.” 

In referring to Eekford's calmness, 
Mr. Newman maintained that the fact 
of seeing Davies fall to the ground, 
sobered him up. He then dwelled at 
Jsome length on the evidence given by

The enquiry was ad- 
journed until 10 am, on January 11. 

‘Nicolai L. Kazanseft, a chaulfour of 
the Russian Regiment, §.V.C, 
was driving armoured’ car No. 2 in 
the early hours of December 13 said 
the car was part of the Gordon Road 
Station patrol. At about 247 am. 
he was ‘proceeding north to south 
down Robison Road, about 10 or 12 
‘yards behind the first armoured ear. 
‘About $0 yards south of Penang Road, 
hhe noticed a Chinese woman on the 
side of the road, who shouted and 
made signs to him to st 

“I immediately stopped,” _ witness! 
said through an interpreter. “Then T 
noticed that the car ahead had also| 
halted and the driver and sergeant 
alighted. The Indian was lying on 
the road about two or three yards 
from the ‘adiator of my car, and 
slightly to the right of the car. T 
spoke to him and he opened and 
closed his eyes. “He did not say any- 
thing. T noticed a smell of alcohol. 
L also noticed soine dried blood on 
the ‘right corner of hic mouth. 1 
thought he had been hit before the 
accident and the blood had dried. 

“Why did you think it had happes 
ed before the accident?" the Coroner 
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asked. “There is a great difference 
HDetween the colour of old and new 
blood,” replied witness. “This bleod 
looked as if the injury had occurred 
before. “It had dried and congealed 
Into a scab. It looked as if it had 
come from the inside of his mouth.” 

‘Witness continued that the street 
lighting was poor and he was driving 
with dim lights at the time. Tt was 
also drizzling and the road was w 
and muddy. It was nevertheless i 
ood condition, He stated that he 
didnot see the Indian from his. scat 
in the car, and also sald that if he 
hhad continued to drive in the same 

ition he would have run over the 
Indian, 

‘Darshan Singh, Sih Police Con~ 
stable 645, attached to Gordon Road 
Station, stated that he had visited the 
deceased in hospital while ie was still 
conscious. He asked Bisten Singh 
what had happened, and the latter 
replied, "I was hit by a vehicle.” He 
could not remember where he had 
Been hit nor where the accident had 
occurred, "I asked him if he was 
drunk.” the witness related. “He ro 
phied that he had been drinking with 
4 friend at the Sincere Company. He 
could. not remember his. friend's 
fname." "Witness had. also examined 
the clothes ‘of the deceased. ‘There 
were no marks on the trousers oF 
turban, he said, but the overcoat had 
‘mud marks on’ it and algo dust, 

‘Sergeant John Seaby of the SMP.

“When 1 look beyond the bound~ 
aries of this country,” Mz, Chamber. 
Yain declared in regard to Finland, “I 
cannot fail to observe how easily and 
how rapidly those evil things of which 
T have spoken before, spread unless 
they are checked. 

"Germany used brute force upon 
unhappy Poland, and today we can 
sce how she is treating the Poles and 
C2echs, exploiting thelr resources, 
carrying off thelr food, starving and 
shooting their people, tearing them 
and uprooting them from thelr homes 
in order to make way for Germans 
who, in their turn, have been forced 
to leave lands where they and thel 
families had been settled for gen‘ 
tl 











‘And now it Is the turn of Finland 
to be attacked by that power with 
whom Germany has signed a pact, and 
to whom she set an example of agires- 
sion. 

“Finland today, among. her snows

‘The Prime Minister then made a 
brlet allusion to hls dedication to 
victory. 

In Finging tones he declared: 
“since that day when war was 
declared, my solo thoughts and all my 
actions have been directed to one 
purpose only, namely, to do all T 
could, in the elosest conjunction with 
‘our dauntless French Allies, to. bring 
this war to a successful conclusion, 

"To that end I have subordinated 
‘everything else—all thought of rast or 
relaxation—all partial affections 
use the words of the dally pr 
‘the House of Commons—and all per- 
ronal feelings and considerations 
whatsoever. 

‘From that purpose, so long as 1 
hold my present offlee and until the 
war comes to an ond, T will not be

The New Year, Mr, Chamberlain 
continued, would probably be a fateful 
one in the history of the world. Tt 
had opened quicily, but it was’ the 
Quiet of the calm before the storm.

‘Surveying the trend of the hostill- 
ties in the first four months of the 
war, the Prime Minister declared that 
the result was not unsatisfactory. 


German Shipping Cleared Away 

"The oceans of the world,” he 
asserted, “have been swept, clear of 
German’ shipping (cheers). The Ger- 
man Fleet, which at the beginning of 
the war was less than one quarter of 
our own, has lost, by capture, by 
sinking and above’ all, by  scutiling, 
228,000 tons, and the rest of it is either 
bottled up in foreign ports or confined 
to, the Baltle, 

‘On the other side, attacks upon our 
fests, which of course present a very 
much’ more extensive target, whether 
U-boats or by mines or by raiders, 
have up to the present produced 
‘meagre. results. 

“If we subtract from our losses by 
‘enemy action, or by ordinary marine

Jand its results were not yet visible. 

"You have only the Christmas 
lorations of German leaders,” he said,

m_thelr minds.” 

‘The Prime Minister then expressed 
Britain's sympathy with Turkey which, 
by floods and earthquakes, had suf- 
{fered more casualties than had been 
sustained in many weeks of war_by 
Jali the beliigerents together. ‘The 
British and French Governments had 
falready contributed sums of money 
for the relief of victims. Further

“This collaboration between France

Any hope that the Soviet Army 
may have held to cut Finland in two 
‘was killed in the past few days when 
Finnish troops defeated Red detach- 
ments in the region between Suo- 
mosalmi and Raate to score the big- 
est victory of the conflict to date, 
8 Havas correspondent reported to- 
night from the front, 

‘The victory was confirmed offcial- 
ly this afternoon when a Finnish 
General Staff communique bolstered 
earlier meagre reports. 

In a little less than three weeks the 
Havas correspondent sald in his mor 
‘detailed report, the Finns practically 
jsnnihilated three Soviet » divisions, 
numbering between 45,000 and 60,000 
‘men in all. One division was smashed 
at Tolvajaervi, scene of the frst strik- 
Ing Finnish victory. ‘The second divi- 
sion was shattered and compelled to 
retreat precipitately from Suomosal- 
mi, ‘The third succumbed during the 
past few days in the serious fighting 
between Suomosalmi and Rate. 

Soviet soldiers, retreating from 
their broken lings, left behind an 
enormous quantity ‘of war material, 
transport horses and equipment of ali 
‘kind. ‘The number of prisoners-of- 
‘war taken by the Finns is estimated, 
the Havas ‘correspondent stated at 
between 1,000 and 1,500, The Red 
soldiers offered less resistance in this 
last big. battle than they did. at 
‘Suomosalmi or Tolvajaervi, the Finns 
declared. 

Finnish warplanes played an im- 
portant ‘role in the Raate fighting, 
destroying Soviet positions and har- 
assing enemy troops and convoys, 

‘The remarkable feature of the en- 
‘counters was that in all the odds 
Jwere approximately ten to one 
against the Finns. For this reason, 
ithe consequences of the defeat will 
be sorely felt by the Russians in 
lowered ‘morale among the soldiers 
themselves, in loss of military prestig 
throughout the world and particule 
ly in the Increased morale of their 
opponents. 

On the material side, the Red Army 
lost one division which it is hard to 
replace with transports in the poor 
condition they are now, This means 
that the Finns will be able to with- 
draw a part of their forces from this 
section of the front to rush them to 
other points, the Havas correspond- 
ent concluded.

‘Thirty bombs were dropped near 
the American envoy's former home in 
the first raldat10.30a.m, The former 
home of the American Minister, Mr. 
Arthur Schoenfeld, is isolated rom 
fall military objectives, It was not 
‘occupied at the time of the bombing. 
In the second raid, ten Soviet plancs 
were over the capital for a half hour 
beginning at 3 pm. One Soviet 
bomber was shot down during this 
raid and erowds on the streets cheer 
ed az it plunged toward the earth in 
flames.

“Hitler's Twelve Apostles” Mr. 
Dutch has selected twelve men close 
to Hitler, who are vitally concerned 
with the aims of National Socialism 
dnd have helped and are helping to 
frame its poliey past and future, and 
he has drawn a number of thumb- 
pail sketches, or they might almost 
be termed short biographies, which 
give in a short space a very com- 
prehensive aecount of the chardeters 
Snd careers of his subjects. ‘The 
twelve chosen are Goering, Goebbels, 
Rosenberg, Hess, Himmler, Dr. Ley, 








von. Ribbentrop, Streicher, von 
Brauchitsch, Funk. Frick’ and 
Shirach, and Mr. Dutch has not 


minced his words in dealing with the 
Unpleasant characteristics of each one 
of them. 


German Kultur 


Of the twelve, some are better 
known to the public than others. It 
would be dificult to find a more 
brutal or callous set, outside the 
pages of a gangster novel, than Gocr- 
Ing. Hess, Himmler," Ley and 
Streicher. ‘The others, although not 
so actively brutal and without, per- 
hhops, so many murders to ’ their 
credit, each in their own way are 
examples of the worst side of human 
nature, This is not to say that they 
fore not in many respects able, clever, 
virile and patriotic and have certain 
redeeming points, but if they are 
specimens of that marvellous Ger- 
man Kultur which has been so much 
talked of, Heaven help German 
Kultur, Neither these men, nor 
Hiller himself, actually founded the 
party whose official title is National 
Socialist German Workers’ Party.

Sadism, ‘lthiness and cruelty are 
the leading characteristics of nearly 
all these men, and that is what the 
British Empire and France are up 
‘against, and not only that, but the 
same form of beastly ideas are being 
inculeated into the German youth, 
and it must be realized that we have 
not now to deal with—what was any- 
how mainly a mythical picture—the 
kindly, industrious, peace-loving 
German of former days, but with a

Reward of Friendship 

In addition to the sketches of the 
twelve apostles, there are other 
interesting chapters in the book 
dealing with what the author calls 
the frame of the National Socialist 
Party: how it came to be built up 
with the assistance of numbers of 
men who were subsequently. brutal- 
ly murdered. ‘The name of Captain 
Ernst Rochm, who was shot by 
Hitler in 1934, is well known as one 
of ils chief adherents. He was one 
‘of Hitler's staunchest supporters, “He 
was devoted to Hitler, loved him and 
worshipped him, but He, like the bulk 
lof National Socialists, was brutal, 
lacking in restraint, a pleasure-secker 
and bloodthirsty, and, what is per- 
haps in Germany considered a minor 
failing, he was a pervert and homo- 
sexualist. He was ertel and sadistic, 
but he was a patriot and a man and 
fone of those who helped most to 
build up the National Socialist Party 
into what it has become. Yet i 
spite of his devotion and all he did 
for Hitler, Hitler had no compune- 
tion about shooting him. 





























Dangerous Doctrine 

Another chapter, entitled “Mar. 
yrs," describes Germany's official 
‘and unofficial martyrs. Amongst the 
former are Otfo Planetta and 
Wilhelm Holaweber, mutderers of 
Dollfuss. Nevertheless lot it not be 
thought that this book consists of 
nothing but vulgar abuse. On the 
contrary the author gives every one 
of the apostles due credit for their 

devotion 10 their cause, 

patriotism, and other redeeming quall= 
ties, wherever it is possible to do so. 
A. book difficult to review without

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SPECIAL ARTICLES 
U.S. FOREIGN POLICIES 


By Saarmusonray 


‘The Russian-Japanese truce made in 
September, the friendly overtures to Japan, 
by Molotov in his October speech and the 
repeated rumours that a Russo-Japanese 
commercial understanding is in process of 
negotiation have increased the interest of the 
United States in the Far Eastern situation. 


‘The possibility that the two traditional 
rivals in Eastern Asia might in future act in 
concert just as Germany and Russia have 
acted in concert to the astonishment of many 
‘even who now claim to have predicted it, 
has led to anxious enquiries as to whether 
China is likely to share the fate of Poland 
and if so what will become of the Open 
Door policy and American traditional rights. 

‘The Administration have at least made it 
‘abundantly clear that they have no intention 
of abandoning any of their rights in China 
gracefully or voluntarily. Even if there is 
no possibility of the United States fighting 
for them there are means “short of wat" by 
which the country’s irritation can be shown, 
‘On January 26 the 1911 trade treaty expires 
and no conerete or specific steps have as yet 
been taken to negotiate a new treaty or 
arrange for a modus vivendi while a new 
treaty is being negotiated. ‘This means that 
‘on January 26 the Japanese may cease to 
benefit from any of the tariff reductions made 
in the 22 reciprocal trade agreements negotiat- 
ed by Mr. Hull, ‘That in itself is a form of 
sanction but there is a widespread demand in 
Congross for the imposition of some form 
of embargo against Japan, a measure which 
‘would be legally possible when the treaty 
of 1911 has ended. ‘The State Department 
have taken the position that they will not 
negotiate any new trade treaty until they 
have: some guarantee that American rights 
in China will be respected. ‘Their position 
in China has been settled in the past by 
treaties and agreements between the United 
States and the recognized China authorities 
and the American Administration ’do not 
admit that a third party, Japan, has any 
right to change or modify’ those treaties and 
agreements, 








Renewed Russian interest in the Far East 
has not softened the Administration's views 
of Japan's activities in tho slightest degree. 
Neither Japan nor Russia find their activities 
condoned in any way. Administration 
spokesmen have commented on Russian 
action just as severely as they have on 
Japanese or German. The three “desperado 
powers," as they are sometimes referred to, 
may not have any hard and fast binding 
understanding among themselves but in ths 
eyes of the United States they are all alike 
wilful violators of international low. ‘The 
American Government would no more con- 
sider attempting to check one of them by 
cultivating a friendly understanding with an- 
other than the police department of a big 
city would énlist the aid of one gang of 
Jaworeakers 10 cheek the activities ef a 
second, 

‘The United States can say with some justi- 
fication that they are not engaging in balance 
of power politics in the Far East. In the 
past there was frequently a tendency to bal- 
ance Russia against Japan and vice versa, 
In fact one of the reasons for the recognition 
of the Soviets in 1933 was that it might pro- 
vide a useful counterweight in the Far East. 
When one or other of these two Far Eastern 
powers became too powerful the United 
States opposed its expansion. Russian 
economie penetration of Manchuria in 1899 
was the chief contributing cause for the 
Open Door doctrine. ‘The presence of Ameri- 
can troops in’ Siberia after the last world 
war acted as a cheek upon Japanese ambi- 
tions in that area, United States sympathies 
have swung from one power to the other 
throughout “its history. Now there is op= 
position to the policy of both. 











‘The Russian altitude towards Finland has 
been vigorously condemned and the strictures 
of Molotov and the controlled Russian press 
answered in kind. A very pointed snub was 
administered at the annual Embassy party in 
celebration of the “Great October Revol 
tion.” Not a single Cabinet member or 
Senator attended and the State Department 
was represented by a junior official from the 
Russian division, 

While the Administration attitude towards 
Russia is based on the fear that the new 
Policy of imperialist expansion will spread 
to other areas, that it might for example 
threaten not only Finland but also Seandina~ 
vin that it might ead to the so-called 
“iberation” of large slices of China and their 
incorporation into the Soviet Union just as 
half Poland was ““liberated"—the American 
public have been stirred by other matters. 
‘They feel resentment ayainst the Soviets for 
the treaty with Germany, the attack on Po- 
Yand and the bullying of the Baltic States, but 
they have also been emotionally stirred by 
the long series of purges by the attacks on 
religion and the suppression in Russia of 
all human liberties, of everything which the 
United States understands by the word de- 
moeracy. 




















Attempts to whitewash Russia's policy. mest 
with far less success in the United States 
than they do in England. There is no 
political group within the United States 
which is compelled to try and justify a past 
Policy based upon a belief in Russia's trust 
worthy character. ‘The actual Communists 
in the United States are too few to count 
while the disillusioned fellow travellers have 
now left the party bag and baggage. 


‘The United States is more interested in 
‘Russia's relationship with Japan than with 
Germany, but she recognizes that there may 
be some striking parallels between the two. 
From its detached position the United States 
is also able to appraise the value of Russia 
to the Nazis more clearly than is British 
public opinion, which naturally tends to as 
‘much optimism as possible. Russia has de- 
clared that she does not intend to fight for, 
nor to give military aid to, Germany. In 
England this is cheering news, but in the 
United States the question is asked whether 
the best aid Russia can give Germany is 
military aid; is it even economic aid? might 
3k not be a narrow and very specific type of 
moral aid? 





In a comprehensive review of foreign policy 
given by Assistant Sccretary of State Mr. 
Messersmith in November, Russia was net 
mentioned but a great deal was said about 
the Far East. After referring to the 
Washington Conference treaties Mr. Messer- 
smith said, “In recent years these treaties 
have become vitally affected by the unfor- 
tunate developments that have occurred in 
the Bar East: Our Government stands on 
the objectives, the spirit and the provisions 
of these treaties....Any revision which tales 
place must be achieved by due processes of 
international law, in accordance with treaty 
provisions, and with due consideration for 
American ‘rights and interests rather than by 
unilateral action on the part of any one 
power,” 

‘The paragraphs which followed may have 
referred to the consequences of a closer 
Russo-Japanese understanding, “There are 
some in this country who suggest a mora- 
torium for the established principles of our 
foreign policy until the Kaleidoscope of the 
modern world has come to rest. New group- 
ings abroad, they say, call or may call for 
changes in our own policy. ‘To these I say 
‘with conviction that no arrangements be- 
tween other nations can cause the people of 
this country to abandon the principles to 
which we have been committed....No 
changed groupings of foreign countries will

Judging from the fact, however, that 
none of ‘the peace appeals to'date have re- 
ceived the endorsement of the Administra 
tion, and judging from the further fact that 
both the Polish Ambassador and the Czecho- 
slovakian Minister are recognized as the re- 
Presentatives of sovercign states, it would 
not be a peace based upon German terms.

He wrote a petition to King Ludwig 
‘of Bavaria pleading for the henour

A French School Teacher

Tt was to be just a soldier's

Joveph Stalin had already made his

He was a political 
prisoner sweating in a Siberian mine, 
He was a revolutionary agitator, he 
‘had organized assassinations, persuad~

volutionary party looked on him as 
useful disciple, without a conscience

him as the man who might bo the 
most remarkable leader Russia has 30 
far produced in the whole of her 
history.
